More than three million workers laid downtheirtoolson Wednesday as the biggest industrial action ever witnessed in 
Portugal ground the country to a halt. Aimed at protesting the government's austerity measures, with wage cuts 
topping workers' list of complaints, schools, hospitalsand publictransportterminalswere managed by skeleton staff 
as union leaders revelled in the unprecedented success of the one-day strike. 


The first joint strike staged by 
the country’s two most influen- 
tial trade unions was on Wednes- 
day evening termed the bigge st in 
history, as “over three million of 
the country’ s four million work- 
ers” laid down their tools. 

The government contested the 
figures presented by the CGTP 
and the UGT trade unions, who 
boast to cover most of the coun- 
try’s civil servants, though Lis- 
bon opted not to present com- 
plete figures of their own. 

W ednesday was the first occa- 
sion unions had joined forces 
since 1988 - the last occasion 
Portugal recorded a general strike, 
which was staged at the time to 
protest new labour legislation. 

Leading up to the strike, LFGT 
leader Joao Proenga said the ac- 
tion was “fair and fundamental in 
changing government policy”. 

“Government policies will 
have a negative impact on em- 
ployment. We need policies that 
give preference to increasing em- 
ployment”, explained Mr. 
Proenga. 

The UGT leader also stressed 
that the “budget deficit cannot be 
the first, second and third prior- 
ity in Portugal”. 

Silent in the wake of the action, 
the Finance Minister was ada- 
mant in the days leading up to the 
strike that nothing, if anything, 
couldbe done to appease disgrun- 
tled workers. 

“I believe there is no need to 
be agitated about the general 
strike. Trade unions have called 
it, they have a right to do so, but 
that won’t change the govern- 
ment ’ s mind about what needs to 
be done”, Teixeira dos Santos 


said recently. 

“The country’s financing ca- 
pacity is at stake” he said, adding 
that fiscal consolidation will be 
“harsh and demanding” but it 
needs to be done, or “the nation’s 
situation will be much worse than 
people imagine”. 

“In 2011, Portugal’s growth 
will be lower than in 20 1 0, both 
due to the tenuous recovery in the 
global economy - especially 
within [Portugal’s] main trading 
partners - and to the impact of 
the additional fiscal restraint 
measures”, the minister argued. 

The initial cost of the strike 
has been set at well over €500 
million to the economy, which is 
just under 20% of the value the 
government is seeking to save 
from its austerity budget ap- 
proved this week. 

Meanwhile, those hardest hit 
by Wednesday’s action, which 
unions are already promising 
more of, were commuters at- 
tempting to travel to work in 
maj or metropolitan areas such as 
Lisbon and Oporto. 

In the capital, the underground 
was shut down, a situation which 
was mirrored in Oporto. 

Only scheduled flights to the 
Portuguese islandregions ofMa- 
deira and the Azores took off, 
though air traffic controllers did 
arrive for work in order to guide 
planes flying through Portuguese 
airspace. 

At Faro Airport, hundreds of 
displeased tourists were put out 
by the strike.

ing coaches, organised to trans- 
fer them to Seville, where some 
of the incoming aircraft had been 
diverted. 

The same procedure was ap- 
plied to other Air Berlin passen- 
gers travelling on flights that day 
to Diisseldorf and Majorca. 

But despite having had alter- 
native transport arranged to en- 
sure flights to get home, the Ger- 
man groups were still facing 
lengthy delays on arrival times of 
around five hours. 

One lady told The Portugal 
News she was “astonished” by 
the situation, while another said 
she was “very upset” at arriving 
back in Germany at a much later 
time, as she was longing to see her 
children. 

Ryanair passengers appeared 
to be more angered seeing all 
flights on Wednesday, cancelled 
which included destinations such 
as London Stansted, Gatwick, 
Dublin, Glasgow, Liverpool and 
Frankfurt. 

According to passengers no 
compensation or support had 
been offered by the airline. Un- 
founded rumours that rival low- 
cost airline easyJet was footing 
hotel bills for disrupted passen- 
gers did nothing to ease the an- 
tagonism. 

Melanie Jarvis, a passenger 
due to have travelled on a Ryanair 
flight to Stansted on Wednesday 
morning, told The Portugal 
News “I’m gutted- we’ve had no 
help whatsoever.” 

Mrs. Jarvis, who was travel- 
ling with two young children, 
only found out about the strike 


after arriving at the airport. 

“If we were sent an email to 
warn us I didn’t check it because 
we’re on holiday - you don’t 
checkyour emails all the time, do 
you?” 

She was told by the airline’s 
representatives at the airport that 
she would have to change her 
booking to the next available 
flight, at her own expense. 

“The next flight’ s not until Fri- 
day soft looks like we ’re going to 
have to stay here, at our own ex- 
pense, and pay ourselves for our 
tickets to retumhome. We’ve got 
jobs to get back to, school...! 
don’t know what to do next.” 

Mrs. Jarvis summed up her 
opinion of the action by vowing 
“I’mnever coming here again.” 

On Monday, Ryanair issued a 
statement slamming the strike 
and appealing for the ‘right to 
stike ’ to be removed from all na- 
tional air traffic controllers. 

“So far Ryanair has been 
forced to cancel more than 2,000 
flights and delay more than 
12,000, causing disruption to 
morethan2.5 millionpassengers, 
as a direct result of strikes carried 
out by Belgian, French, Spanish 
and now Portuguese control- 
lers.” 

Ryanair was forced to cancel 
more than 60 of its flights on 
Wednesday. 

In a statement sent to The Por- 
tugal News, the airline’s 
spokesperson Daniel de 
Carvalho stressed: “The Euro- 
pean Commission must act now 
to end this chaos caused by air 
traffic controllers.” 


Cold n*ont to cover 
Portugal this weekend 


Thermometers are expected to 
plummet as a cold front inbound 
from Scandinavia covers main- 
land Portugal from today (Friday, 
26 November), and is expected to 
last for an “exceptional” five 
days. 

While chilly temperatures are 
predicted for the mainland, the is- 
land of Madeira has been placed 
on ‘orange alert’ as heavy rainfall 
is expected also as a consequence 
of the polar front. 

Geographer Mario Marques 


has described the forecast, which 
is expected to last five days and 
will also see snow fall at lower al- 
titudes, as “exceptional.” 

“The cold is already starting to 
be felt in central Europe, as it 
comes down from Scandinavia, 
and it is on its way to Portugal, 
from the East”, Mr. Marques 
explained. 

Temperatures are expected to 
be fourto five degrees colder than 
the normal average for this time 
of year.

Why pick on Portugal? 

The reality this week isthat Portugal is on the verge of a bail-out from the EU and the 
IMF. The market, instead of easing the pressure on European economies, has shifted its 
focus onto Portugal. No matter the merits or the fairness of this seemingly well- 
orchestrated attack, there is nowhere to hide now. Just days ago, the Irish Prime 
Minister wentto great lengthsto disassociate Dublin from Athens, refusingthe need 
for a bail-out. We all know what happened over the weekend.

But the markets were not eon- 
vineed, neither were the analysts 
following the reseue deal for the 
Irish eeonomy and severe auster- 
ity measures unveiled in Dublin 
on Wednesday afternoon, yields 
on ten-year bonds on Portugal 
had reaehed reeord highs . 

Thirty-four out of 50 analysts 
eontaeted by Reuters said in a 
poll published on Wednesday, 
Portugal would be foreedto seek 
outside fmaneial help, with four 
also saying Spain would eventu- 
ally have to be bailed out. 

“The eost of funding has gone 
to prohibitive levels for Portugal 
- it is impossible to think they 
eould eontinue to roll over their 
debt next year if (market) inter- 
est rates remain where they are 
now,” Silvio Peruzzo, aneeono- 
mist at RBS told Reuters. 

But the Prime Minister re- 
mained firm in his stanee that 
Portugal would withstand the 
onslaught of the markets. 

“I see a lot of people who think 
that by talking a lot about the IMF 
that they ean somehow eontrib- 
ute towards the eountry seeking 
some sort of help. But when all 
IS said and done, they are eonfus- 
ing their desires with the reality. 
The eountry needs no help”, in- 
sisted Jose Soerates. 

Challenging the view of ana- 
lysts that growth in Portugal has 
and will eontinue to be tenuous, 
the Prime Minister retorted. 

“All objeetive reasoning 
points in the opposite direetion. 


espeeially when in 2009, Portu- 
gal was one of the eeonomies 
that best resisted the erisis (the 
eeonomy reported negative 
growth of 2.5% as opposed to 
the EU average of -4%). Whereas 
from January to September, the 
eountry registered year-on-year 
growth of 1.8%”, argued Mr. 
Soerates. 

Referring to the faet that 
every Portuguese taxpayer will 
be supporting the Irish bailout 
with €140(or€1.5 billion in to- 
tal), the Prime Minister re- 
sponded that the government 
did not give Ireland a hand-out, 
instead he said it had “invested” 
in the eountry. 

“There has been no help given 
to Ireland, nor has there been any 
given to Greeee, beeause it is an 
investment as the European Fund 
buys the debt of these eountries. 
As a result, when debt is pur- 
ehased, an investment is being 
made in these eountries whieh in 
turn have to pay interest”, justi- 
fied the Prime Minister. 

To Portugal’s defenee also 
eame the respeetive presidents of 
the European Commission and 
the European Couneil. 

“It’s useless to speak about 
eountries that may or may not be 
at risk”, Durao Barroso told the 
European Parliament in Stras- 
bourg this week, adding: “Some 


eountries outside the euro area 
have exaetly the same problems. 
Things would be mueh worse if 
we didn’thave the euro.” 

European Couneil president 
Herman Van Rompuy meanwhile 
said Portugal eannot be eompared 
with Ireland, and any attempts to 
do so were “irrational”. 

“Portugal doesn’t have a real 
estate bubble, its fmaneial seetor 
isn’t too large for its eeonomy 
and its banks are well eapital- 
ised”. Van Rompuy told EMPs. 

In the meantime, and should 
these views prove to be off the 
mark, a bailout of the Portuguese 
eeonomy has been estimated at 
€34 billion (or 20% of Portugal’s 
GDP), well below the €90 billion 
that will be handed to Dublin and 
the € 1 1 0 billion being ehanneled 
to Athens. 

Meanwhile, Parliament ap- 
proved the Soeialist govern- 
ment’s austerity budget this 
week whieh was foreed through 
with the abstention of the oppo- 
sition SoeialDemoerats. 

The 2011 budget ineludes a 
series of publie wage euts that 
vary between 5% and 1 0%, pen- 
sion freezes and tax inereases in 
order to trim the publie defied 
from 7.3% to 4.6% of GDP in 
2011. 

The defied for 2009 was fixed 
at 9.3%. 


This week, with the Irish grap- 
pling with the partial loss of its 
hard-fought eeonomie andpoliti- 
eal sovereignty, Portugal, while 
admitting to obvious fmaneial 
hardship, said its problems bore 
little if any resemblanee to those 
in Ireland. 

More disturbingly perhaps was 
the Spanish Eeonomy Minister, 
realising Madrid was on the 
speeulators ’ hit-list too and sens- 
ing the imminenee of a bail-out 
aeross its western border, opted 
not to distanee itself from Ireland, 
but from its Iberian neighbour. 

The problem, it seems, eentres 
on yields levied on national 
bonds and little else. 

While 10-year Greek bonds 
are the highest in the euro region 
at 1 1 .5%, they are followed with 
8 . 3 % in Ireland, whieh has been 
shrinking slightly sinee news of 
the Dublin bail-out emerged. 

Portugal is next in line. 

T en-year bonds have been ebb- 
ing and flowing around the beneh- 
mark 7% figure. The government 
here has quietly suggested that 
should yields remain eonsist- 
ently above this figure, abail-out 
would be required. 

F or the reeord, the numbers for 
Spain and Italy sit at 4.58% and 
4.18%, respeetively. 

Butthis all seems rather unfair 
on a eountry that has maintained 
relatively good eeonomie prae- 
tiees and refused to allow eivil 
servants to dominate the nation’ s 
eeonomy as has been the ease 
elsewhere in Europe. Even this 
past Wednesday’s industrial ae- 
tion was greeted with a passive 
shrug of the shoulders from the 
government, that has annoyed 
trade unions no end. 

Taking into eonsiderationtoxie 
assets, budget defieits, unem- 
ployment rates, debt ratios, re- 
tirement age of eivil servants and 
even eeonomie growth, Portugal 
should be nowhere near the di- 
lemma it is eurrently faeing. 

After finally deeiphering 
Greeee ’s aeeounts, whose books 
seemingly spent more time in the 
kitehen than at the aeeountanf s, 
the EU said last week its budget 
defieit now stood at 1 5 .4% of its 
GDP. 

The figure in Ireland sits at 
14.4% (it will be 32% by the end 
of the year when the debt it in- 
eurred bailing out its banks is 
taken into eonsideration). 

Ireland is followed by Britain 
( 1 1 .4%), Spain (11.1%), Latvia 
(10.2%) and then, in single dig- 
its, eomes Portugal, whieh stands 
on 9.3%. 

In effeet, Portugal’s budget 
defieit in monetary terms at the 
end of 2009, aeeording to 
Eurostat, was 15.7 billion euros, 
ten times less than in the UK and 
90 billion less than in Spain. So 
why are the markets seared of 


Portugal’s debt when what it 
owes is but a drop in the big EU 
oeean of defieits? 

Similarly when assesing debt 
ratios in the EU, Portugal re- 
eorded a figure of 76. 1 %, behind, 
you guessed it, Greeee ( 1 26.8%), 
Italy (116.0%), Belgium 
(96.2%), Hungary (78.4%) and 
Franee(78.1%). 

Even unemployment figures 
show that Portugal has every 
right to feel aggrieved. 

Madrid says there is no eom- 
parison with Portugal. Perhaps 
they’re right. Currently, more 
than one in every five Spanish 
workers is sitting at home, de- 
pleting the eoffers of its soeial 
seeurity system. 

The astronomieally high rate 
in Spain is almost eelipsed in 
Latvia, where 19.4% of its work- 
ers are queuing up at dole eentres. 

Portugal, aeeording to figures 
for July 20 1 0, sits just above the 
halfway mark for EU nations, 
with a figure of 1 0.6%. 

More striking, is that this fig- 
ure has remained relatively un- 
ehanged the past nine months, 
suggesting perhaps that while no 
new jobs are being ereated, there 
aren’t many being lost. 

In the meantime, it is well 
doeumented that the Irish sueeess 
story was built on property. 

But homes in Ireland have lost 
36% oftheir value sinee thepeak 
in 2006 (aeeording to the perma- 
nent TSB/ESRI house priee in- 
dex) while in Portugal, the Offiee 
ofNational Statisties says house 
priees have remained relatively 
unehanged over the same perioci, 
while they only dropped by 
0.94% during the seeond quarter 
of 20 10, having elimbed 1.56% 
during the first three months of 
the year. 


While bad debt from property 
developers has sunk the Irish 
eeonomy, banks here in Portugal 
ean boast of having very few, if 
any toxie assets. 

Portuguese banks are amongst 
the safest in Europe, as the past 
two years of the erisis has 
shown, and all deposits of pri- 
vate individuals are seeuredup to 
€50,000 per aeeount. 

Quarterly profits, released at 
the end of Oetober, showed Por- 
tuguese banks were raking in €4 
million a day, hardly a eoneem of 
them not meeting their responsi- 
bilities. 

Furthermore, the Portuguese 
eeonomy has also reported 
growth every quarter so far this 
year, unlike Greeee and Ireland. 

The government’s somewhat 
belated introduetion of unpopu- 
lar austerity measures and 
spending euts is expeeted to bring 
the defieit down to around 7% in 
2011. While this eost-saving will 
probably result in negative 
growth Wing the first two quar- 
ters of 20 1 1 , hopes are the eoun- 
try will emerge with its fmanees 
firmly eonsolidated by the end of 
the summer of 20 1 1 . 

Based on the above, and while 
I amno eeonomist, itbeggars be- 
lief as to why Portugal is being so 
heavily targeted when there are a 
host of examples of other eeono- 
mies failing, and whose risk of 
defaulting on their spiralling debt 
has to be mueh higher than in 
Portugal. 

In the meantime, every Por- 
tuguese taxpayer ean wave 
goodbye to €140 as Portugal 
prepares to ‘loan’ Ireland more 
than a billion euros to help it 
baek on traek - not bad for a 
eountry supposedly on the 
brink of bankruptey.

The theme of the forum, 
‘ Strengthening Europe ’ s Role as 
the Leading Tourism Destina- 
tion’, refleets the same optimism. 

To maintain growth, the devel- 
opment of sustainable, respon- 
sible and high quality tourism 
must be eneouraged aeross Eu- 
rope, the forum found. Exeiting 
new opportunities must be 
seized if Europe is to keep its 
position as the world’s leading 
tourist destination. 

European Commission Viee- 
President Antonio Tajani, Com- 
missioner for Industry and En- 
trepreneurship said; “Europe is 
the world’ s leading tourist desti- 
nation and we must keep it this 
way. New emerging markets. 


sueh as Brazil, Russia, India and 
China, ean offer an opportunity 
for Europe to maintain its growth 
rate, as the tourism industry ean 
play arole in alleviating the effeets 
of the erisis. We are diseussing a 
plan to sueeessfully implement 
Europe’s tourism strategy. It is 
a elear roadmap for developing 
key aetions sueh as the European 
Tourism Observatory, the Plat- 
form on T ourism and ICT and the 
European Quality Brand.” 

Tourism is estimated to gener- 
ate over 5% of the EU’ s GDP and 
provide jobs for around 10 mil- 
lion people. 

To eontinue its growth, Eu- 
rope’s tourism industry must 
look to the promising emerging 
markets of the BRIC eountries, 
with China a prominent example. 

Although in absolute terms 
North Ameriea is still by far the 
largest market in terms of ineom- 
ing tourists to Europe, followed 
by Japan and Russia, China has 
the greatest potential, with a 
population of just over 1 .3 billion 


and a growth rate of tourism ex- 
penditure eoneeming outbound 
tourism of 21% (UNWTO 
2009). 

To seize the opportunities of 
new markets and strengthen its 
leading position, Europe as a des- 
tination must prove that it ean 
eombine high quality with 
sustainability. 

The latest figures from 
Eurostat regarding international 
arrivals in 20 1 0 indieate that the 
reeovery of the tourism seetor is 
underway, despite having faeed 
problems sueh as the eruption of 
the leelandie voleano. 

A eomparison of the first six 
months of 2009 and 20 1 0 demon- 
strate an inerease in arrivals of 9% 
from North Ameriea, 8% from 
Japan, 18%fromtheRussianFed- 
eration, 19% from China and an 
impressive 46% from Brazil. 

Furthermore, oeeupaney rates 
in Europe are up 5 .4% in the third 
quarter of this year and industry 
figures have improved in every 
sub-region.

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Student shot for 
dawdling on 
zebra crossing 


A 20 year-old man was shot in 
the back by a driver with road rage 
in Valpafos after an argument 
broke out from the fact that he 
and his two friends crossed the 
road too slowly. 

F olio wing the incident, which 
took place in Valpa 90 S in north- 
ern Portugal earlier this month, 
the victim Mario F emandes told 
Didrio deNoticias: “The three of 
us were crossing the road when 
the pedestrian light was on green 
as we do normally. One of my 
friends was half way when the 
light turned red and a man in his 
car immediately started beeping 
his horn and gesticulating.” 

He added that when his friend 
told the driver to calm down, he 
became angry and accelerated the 
car with a French number plate 
towards the trio before stopping 
and stepping out. 

“He came towards us shout- 
ing and then shoved my friend. 
When the two of us saw this we 
went towards him and shoved 


him back, but we saw a little girl 
about eight or nine years old in his 
car and we decided to stop and 
leave,” said Mr. Fernandes. 

He added that the driver re- 
turned to his vehicle and started 
to drive off before suddenly turn- 
ing round again and aiming a gun 
at the trio. 

“One ofus ducked andmy other 
friend and I ran towards the sanc- 
tuary, that’s when he shot me in 
the back,” said Mr. Fernandes. 

The driver, who then left the 
scene, was later identified by the 
PJ police as a 42 year-old Portu- 
guese man who had previously 
lived in France. Police seized a 
7.65 calibre hand gun that was il- 
legally in his possession, before 
he was taken to court and ordered 
to pay bail of €1,500. The man 
must now present himself weekly 
at the local police station until the 
date of his trial. 

Meanwhile, Mario Fernandes 
was treated at Chaves Hospital, 
but is now recovering at home. 


Carvoeiro ex-pat died of 
'silent' heart defect 


A 26-year-old woman who 
was found dead on the floor of her 
apartment in the picturesque vil- 
lage of Carvoeiro in June lastyear, 
died of a silent heart defect an in- 
quest revealed this week. 

Natalie Miles had been living 
in Carvoeiro since moving to Por- 
tugal in 2007. 

On 9 June, 2009, she was found 
dead in her apartment by con- 
cerned work colleagues who 
forced their way into her apart- 
ment after Natalie failed to turn 
up for work that morning. It was 
the day before her 27* birthday. 

Early reports last year sug- 
gested Miss Miles was found 
surrounded by empty glasses and 
bottles of alcohol, suggesting ex- 
cessive drinking may have in 
some way contributed to her 
death. And while a toxicology 
report established that she was 
one-and-a-half times the legal 
drink drive limit at the time she 
died. Consultant Pathologist Pe- 


ter Wilkins said this had no bear- 
ing on her death. 

A secondpost-mortem carried 
out in the UKrevealedNatalie had 
died from heart failure as a result 
ofanundiagnosedheartproblem, 
the Guardian reported this week. 

Heard in Westminster Coro- 
ner’s Court last week. Coroner 
Shirley Radcliffe said: “This is 
something that would have been 
entirely silent, something that she 
wouldhavebeenentirelyunaware 
of but can cause sudden death in 
otherwise fit and healthy people.” 

Miss Miles, who worked at 
the CB WineBar, onEstradaDo 
Farol, had been living in her par- 
ents ’ Portuguese holiday apart- 
ment in Cerro dos Pios. She was 
described by her father as a 
“happy, bubbly young lady who 
enjoyed life.” 

Suspicious circumstances 
have now been wholly ruled out 
of her death and a verdict of death 
by natural causes was recorded. 
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Population continues to grow 
despite deerease in births 



The number of births in Por- 
tugal decreased in 2009 com- 
pared to previous years and death 
rates rose, although the national 
population increased by more 
than 10,000 people, accordingto 
figures released by the national 
statistics institute (INE). 

According to the figures, the 
population of Portugal on 3 1 De- 
cember 2009 was 10.677,713, 
which shows an increase of 
10,463 people compared to the 
previous year. 

A total of 99,49 1 babies were 
bom to mothers in Portugal last 
year, more than 5,000 less than 
in 2008. There were also 104,434 
deaths of residents in Portugal 
last year, a total of 1 54 more than 
the previous year. 

“Portugal’s resident popula- 
tion shows continued ageing, as 
a result of longer life and a decline 
in the number ofbirths,” reads the 
report. 

It also revealed that young- 
sters under the age 1 5 represented 
a total of 1 5 .2 of the entire popu- 
lation of Portugal lastyear, while 
those over the age of 65 repre- 
sented 17.9 percent and the ac- 
tive population between the ages 
of 1 5 and 64 made up 66.9 per- 
cent of the population. INE also 
revealed that for every 100 
youngsters in Portugal, there are 
118 elderly people. 

The number of marriages also 
decreased, with couples choos- 
ing to marry later in life, while di- 
vorces rose in 2009. There were 
a total of 40,391 marriages last 
year, 2,837 less than in2008, with 
grooms being on average 33.4 
years old and brides 30.8 years 
old. 

A total of 26,464 divorces were 
recorded up to June 2009, 70 
more than during the same time 
period in 2008.

Some shops in downtown Lis- 
bon, especially those with 
American brands, covered up 
their logos or window displays, 
but no violent incidents were re- 
ported. 

Speakers at the demonstration 
accused NATO of having “blood 
on its hands” and charged the or- 
ganisation with promoting “ten- 
sions and armed conflict”.

In a press conference, the US 
President also praised the “ex- 
traordinary hospitality” of his 
Portuguese hosts.

Prime Minister Socrates was 
questioned whether he wouldbe 
at the next NATO summit, a 
round-about way of asking the 
prime minister whether he ex- 
pects to still be in office by then.

Socrates said. 

The Prime Minister mean- 
while also explained that he is

“I have no reason to think oth- 
erwise”, Prime Minister Socrates 
said. 

The Portuguese government 
has vehemently opposed any 
plans to deactivate NATO ’ s Join 
Command Lisbon at Oeiras as 
part of the organisation’ s restruc- 
turing.

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EC-funded research brings 
invisibility one step closer 

Harry Potter's 'invisibility cloak' has moved a step closer to reality thanks 
to European Commissionfunded nanotechnology research.

In a statement published ear- 
lier this week, the European 
Commission revealed how sci- 
entists from Germany, Greece, 
Turkey and the UK have suc- 
ceeded in tailoring the flow of 
light using nanotechnology, 
opening the way not only for 
potential applications in lenses 
and optical circuitry but also to 
exotic three dimensional devices 
such as ‘invisibility cloaks’. Al- 
though currently limited to 
cloaking objects of sub-millime- 
tre size, the project has deliv- 
ered a key proof-of-principle for 
engineering the optical proper- 
ties of materials in ways believed 
impossible until now. 

The project is part of the 
Commission’s initiative to 
boost high-risk ICT research in 
future and emerging information 
technologies, an objective of the 
Digital Agenda for Europe. 

Neelie Kroes, Vice President 
of the European Commission for 
the Digital Agenda, said: “I am 
amazed by the ingenuity of Eu- 
ropeanresearchers. Thisproject 
has achieved in real life what we 
knew only from special effects 
in the cinema. Such cutting edge 


research is crucial to laying the 
foundations for new technolo- 
gies essential for Europe’s com- 
petitiveness.” 

Scientists in the PHOME 
project designed and created 
‘photonic meta-materials’ 
which influence the behaviour of 
light rays. The breakthrough is 
based on the principle of trans- 
formation optics which was 
pioneered by the team behind 
the project. 

The ‘invisibility cloak’ itself 
is made up of very small rods just 
a few hundred nanometres across 
that are arranged into a structure 
resembling a woodpile. 

The rods are carefully ar- 
ranged so that they are able to 
partially bend light waves. 

By changing the speed and di- 
rection in which light travels, the 
scientists can guide light waves 
around a micrometer-sized 
bump in such a way as to render 
it invisible in three dimensions, 
and at wavelengths of light close 
to those visible to humans. 
Work is underway to extend the 
effect into the visible range and 
the results are expected in Janu- 
ary. 


Until now, such ‘invisibility 
cloaks ’ have only worked in two 
dimensions. This meant that the 
concealed object was invisible 
when the observer attempted to 
look at it head on, but became vis- 
ible when viewed from the side. 
This study is the first to result 
in the creation of a device that 
renders an object invisible in all 
three dimensions. 

Future applications of this re- 
search could lie in the develop- 
ment of entirely new optical 
components, such as perfect 
lenses, light storage devices, and 
important components for la- 
sers and optoelectronics such as 
modulators and isolators. While 
full-body invisibility cloaks re- 
main beyond the reach of current 
science and technology, this re- 
search has proved an important 
principle that was until recently 
believedto be impossible.

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Pope’s views on condom use are “nothing new” -Braga Archbishop 
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Pope Benedict XVI’s com- 
ments suggesting the Church 
condones condom use in some 
circumstances are “nothing 
new”, Braga Archbishop and 
Portuguese Episcopal Confer- 
ence president Dom Jorge Ortiga 
has told Lusa News Agency. 

The Pope’s comments have 
been construed by many ana- 
lysts as a milestone reversal in 
Catholic Church policy, but 
Dom Ortiga disagrees, decrying 
“journalists who only look at 
the bottom line” and ignore the 
way “that things are said”. 

“I see nothing new in the Holy 
F ather’ s words”. Bishop Ortiga 


told Lusa Sunday: “The Holy 
Father was careful to say that 
condoms will not solve the 
AIDS problem.” 

In an interview with German 
journalist Peter Seewald, 
Benedict XVI was asked 
whether “the Catholic Church is 
actually not opposed in princi- 
ple to the use of condoms”. 

“[The Church] of course 
does not regard it as a real or 
moral solution, but, in this or 
that case, there can be nonethe- 
less, in the intention of reduc- 
ing the risk of infection, a first 
step in a movement toward a 
different way, a more human 


way, of living sexuality”, the 
Pope replied. 

“The Holy Father says that 
the problem must include differ- 
ent paths, and [he referred to] 
abstinence, faithfulness and 
condoms as [a way to] avoid the 
trivialisation of sexuality, to 
reach a humane sexuality”, 
Ortiga said. 

The Braga archbishop added 
that he views the Pope’s com- 
ments as meaning that “in some 
specific cases”, condom use 
“could be justified”. 

“But the main thing is to hu- 
manize sexuality”, Ortiga con- 
cluded. TPN/Lusa 


Single operator manning 'missing child' 
helpline 


In Portugal the European one- 
number helpline 116100 , cre- 
ated specifically to report miss- 
ing children, is being manned by 
a single operator, from Monday 
to Friday, during day working 
hours, as a lack of funding means 
reinforcement is not possible. 

In Portugal, the second EU 
country to adhere to the 116100 
service, after Hungary, calls are 
taken only from Monday to Fri- 
day, from 09h00 to 19h00 by 
employees of the Institute for 
Child Support (I AC). 

Outside this timetable, and on 
weekends and national holi- 
days, calls are forwarded to a 
recording that directs people to 
the PJ police without, in the 
meantime, supplying a specific 
contact number. 

According to Manuel 


Coutinho, Secretary General of 
the lAC, this was the best solu- 
tion found to counter a lack of fi- 
nancial resources and almost 
double the team, which includes 
psychologists, social welfare 
workers and teachers. 

Manuel Coutinho calculates 
it would take a further two teams 
of six professionals to keep the 
help line running outside its cur- 
rent operating hours. 

He further told Lusa News 
Agency that, as an alternative, 
the I AC was willing to negotiate 
with the Ministry of Justice for 
the possibility of a member from 
the ‘Warning, Kidnap’ preven- 
tion programme also helping out 
with the calls. 

In related news, the EC has 
said the presumed costs of calls 
as well as a lack of information 
regarding the Europe-wide 
phone-line are obstacles to it at- 


taining its full purpose. The EC 
has proposed the development 
of a set of basic rules to guarantee 
a quality service throughout the 
whole of the European Union. 

The number 116100 is a free- 
phone number, operational in 
twelve state-members, and 
semi-operational in the UK. 

It is dedicated to taking re- 
ports of minors who have disap- 
peared, throughout the EU, and 
supporting their families via 
non-governmental organisa- 
tions (NGO ’ s) that defend chil- 
dren’ s rights. 

Portugal adhered to the 
phone-line in July 2008, through 
the lAC, one of the 24 NGOs 
that make up the European 
Missing Children’s Network. 

Between January and Octo- 
ber 20 1 0 the lAC received 5 5 re- 
ports of children who have gone 
missing.

gion in June only had secondary 
school education.

It was only when two 
inspectors knocked on their door 
with a notice that their apartment 
was to be auctioned off for back 
taxes did they realise that some- 
thing was seriously wrong. 

Solution: All registered informa- 
tion is presumed to be current and 
correct by F inan 9 as . However, if 
your lawyer or Estate Agent ap- 
plied foryourFiscalNumber, your 
address may appear in an ofiRce, not 
where you are currently living. 
Suchtemporaryarrangementsmay 
be alright in the short run but they 
can cause serious problems in the 
long. Your Fiscal Representative 
can keep your official records cor- 
rect and up-to-date. 

Case n“ 4 - Moving 
Tom and Julie had a holiday 
apartment for many years. When 
they finally decided to move to Por- 
tugal, they sold the fiat and pur- 
chasedaviUa. However, they never 
switched their “Principal” Resi- 
dence Registration withFinanpas so 
never received essential communi- 
cations from the taxman. Finanpas 
won’tbe aware of the change in ad- 
dress unless explicitly informed. If 


youhave lived inyourcurrenthome 
for some time yet have never re- 
ceived a “Rates” bill (“IMI”) or 
other correspondence from 
Finangas, an incorrect address is 
usually the most common explana- 
tion. If allowed topersist, non-pay- 
ments canleadto serious problems: 
fines, liens and worse. 

Solution: Your Fiscal Repre- 
sentative can check your records 
with Finanpas on-line and assure 
that all data is current. If changes 
are needed, the necessary informa- 
tion can be updated directly. 
Case n” 5 - Broad Spectrum 
Services 

Jerry and Katherine were al- 
ways looking for abargain. When 
they learned that they could pay a 
“low-cosf ’ fee forFiscalRepresen- 
tation, they jumped at the oppor- 
tunity. Eater that year, when Mu- 
nicipal Rates were due, they were 
surprised to learn that there was a 
surplus charge for the payment 
service. When summer arrived, 
they wanted to let out their fiat to 
holidaymakers. To their chagrin, 
they found that they had to pay 
hundreds extra for acquiring the 
Focal Fodging licence . When re- 
porting this rental income, they 
paid hundreds more in tax. Even 
simple faxes and e-mails seemed to 
trigger additional outlays. 

Solution: Fiscal Representation, 
likeanyservicebusiness,hasrealcosts 
thatmustbemet one way or another.

Economic 
growth at 
heart of 
Europe-Africa 
leaders 
meeting next 
week 

The upcoming Europe- 
Africa summit in Libya 
will focus on the theme 
of "private investment, 
economic growth and 
job creation", a senior 
ED organiser of the 29- 
30 November event told 
Lusa News Agency this 
week. 

Jose Briosa e Gala said the 
meeting, the third between the 
two continents’ leaders since 
2000, would revolve around 
two panels: one centred on in- 
frastructure, regional integra- 
tion and investment conditions 
and the other on energy and 
climate change. 

The European Commission 
chairman’ s top Africa advisor 
said the last EU-African Un- 
ion summit in Portugal in 2007 
had opened “channels of po- 
litical and sector dialogue” that 
leaders would seek to employ 
in Tripoli onmore “productive 
and concrete” issues. 

F olio wing the Fisbon meet- 
ing, a€l .5 billionfundwas set 
up to back 20 “extremely im- 
portant” projects in Africa, 
including the rehabilitation of 
the Beira transport corridor in 
Mozambique, Briosa e Gala 
added. 

“This is an example of what 
we want to do more of and we 
hope this summit will bring 
partnerships between the pub- 
lic and private sectors”, he 
said. 

On another front, he under- 
lined the EU had spent € 1 bil- 
lion on security programmes- 
“a fundamental area of coop- 
eration” - in Africa since the 
Fisbon summitthree years ago.

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EU hands Portugal €450m for ‘key investments’ 


n The European Investment Bank (EIB) is 

lending€450millionto Portugal to help meet 
the objectives of the Portuguese National 
Strategic Reference Framework during the 
period 2007-2013. 



Portugal and the EIB have 
signed a €450 million loan - the 
first tranehe of a total approved 
loanof€l .5 billion - to eo-fmanee, 
jointly with European Union 
(EU) Funds, key investments in 
the eountry in what is the biggest 
loan of its kind ever handed to 
Portugal. 

Philippe Maystadt and 
Magdalena Alvarez Arza - Presi- 
dent and Viee-President of the 
EIB -Fernando Teixeira dos 
Santos - Minister of State and 
F inanee - and F emando Medina 
-Assistant Seeretary of State for 
Industry and Development - par- 
tieipated in the signing eeremony 
that took plaee in Lisbon last 
week. 

Philippe Maystadt, EIB 
President, stated “this loan, ear- 
marked to eo-fmanee projeets 
also supported by EU Struetural 
Funds, will reinforee the Bank’s 
eontributionto eeonomie growth 
through fmaneing of valuable 
projeets. This is an important 
operation signalling the Bank’s 
eommitment in assisting EU 
Member States in times of ehal- 
lenging eeonomie and finaneial 
environment.” 

F emando T eixeira dos Santos, 


Minister of Finanee, stated “the 
EIB intervention in Portugal, by 
its amount of funding and invest- 
ments ’ portfolio, and taking into 
aeeount the diffieulties in inter- 
national markets, has been hav- 
ing a very relevant impaet, sup- 
porting publie investments and 
faeilitating eeonomie agents’ ae- 
eess to eredit. I am eertain that this 
flnaneing will strongly eontrib- 
ute to the growth strategy of the 
eountry towards a more devel- 
oped soeiety.” 

The EIB loan will be used by 
the Portuguese State to fund the 
national eontributionto projeets 
also supported by EU Stmetural 
Funds, in the eontext ofthe 2007- 
2013 National Strategie Refer- 
enee Framework (NSFR). 

The faeility will thus support 
investments in key infrastme- 
tures and regional assets and is 
expeeted to eontribute to the 
eountry’ s absorption of EU 
Stmetural Funds. 

The investments are grouped 
around seleeted priorities of nine 
Operational Programmes (OPs) 
eo-fmaneed with the European 
Regional Fund and the Cohesion 
Fund. 

The loan will be alloeated to 


projeets in the seetors of re- 
seareh and development, infor- 
mation and eommunieation teeh- 
nologies, transport, water, solid 
waste, energy effieieney and re- 
newable energy, urban regenera- 
tion, health, edueation and eul- 
ture. 


It will mainly foeus on small 
and medium sized investment 
sehemes of less than€50 million 
aeross the eountry. The loan 
will, therefore, eontribute to the 
balaneed development of all 
Portuguese regions and will have 
a signifieant impaet on loeal em- 
ployment and SME aetivity. 


This loan is part of the grow- 
ing EIB lending aetivity in Por- 
tugal, whieh in 20 1 0 is expeeted 
to reaeh some €3 . 3 billion in new 
loans signed with numerous 
partners in the publie seetor, in- 
eluding munieipalities. 

The EIB started supporting 
the Portuguese eeonomy before 


the eountry’ s adhesion to the 
European Communities in 
1986. 

So far EIB loans to projeets in 
Portugal have reaehed more than

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Domestic violence continues to rise 


A bureau set up by the 
Women’s’ Union 
/ ^ for Alternatives 
and Answers 
^ (UMAR) to 

monitor the number of women 
killed through domestie violenee 
this week announeed 3 9 women 
had been murdered so far this 
year, ten more than last year. 

The number of attempted 
murders also rose to 37 eases, in 
eomparison to the 28 registered 
in 2009. 

Maria Jose Magalhaes, diree- 
tor of UMAR, stressed the need 
for poliee intervention to be 
strengthened as well as the rein- 
foreing of risk-assessment meas- 
ures and eoereion taeties to bet- 
ter preserve the safety and pro- 
teetion ofvietims. 

She defended the speeifie eat- 
egorising of deaths eaused by do- 
mestie violenee. 

F ollowing an analysis earried 
out by UMAR’s Observatory 
for Murdered W omen (OMA) , it 
was verified that, in the maj ority 
of situations, there are previous 
indieations of domestie violenee. 
And in some situations eriminal 
eharges had already been brought 
against the perpetrators and eases 
were ongoing. 

Maria Jose Magalhaes be- 
lieves “the system is not effl- 
eient” in helping to avoid these 
eases from beeoming “fatal or al- 
most fatal.” 

OMA’s report revealed that 
64 pereent of the vietims were 



So far this year 39 women in Portugal have died as a direct resultof domestic violence. Despite increased 
efforts and campaigns to reduce the incidence of domestic violence, this year ten more women were 
killed than in 2009. 
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These silhouttes were a homage to victims of domestic violence in during a demonstration in July 2006 in

murdered by partners with 
whom they still maintained a re- 
lationship. The second largest 
group of murdered women (20 
percent) died at the hands of 
someone from whom they were 
separated or in the process of di- 
vorcing. 

As well as the 39 women who 
were killed a further 1 1 people, 
descendents or relatives of the 
victim, were also murdered as a 
result of aggression, totaling 50 
people who were killed as a con- 
sequence of domestic violence. 

Regarding the attempted mur- 
ders registered so far, 62 percent 
were carried out by husbands or 
partners, where in 24 percent of 
the cases the relationship had 
ended. 

Domestic violence was more 
rife amongst the 36-50 age groups 
the report’s findings showed, as 
3 6 percent of victims were in that 
group. 

Thirty-one percent of victims 
were aged between 24 and 35, 
whilewomenbelongingtothe 18- 
23 age groups represented 25 
percent of victims. 

In similarity to previous 
years, it is between May and 
October that attacks are more fre- 
quent. In July alone eight women 
were killed. 

District-wise Lisbon and 
Setubal accounted for the largest 
number of domestic violence 
deaths, with eight murders, fol- 
lowed by Faro, Madeira and 
Oporto, with four each.

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MadeiraAirport amongst world’s ‘Top- 
1 0 most stunning aerial approaches ’ 



Portugal’ s Funchal Airport, on 
the autonomous island of Ma- 
deira, was voted sixth on a list of 
the top- 10 ‘most stunning aerial 
approaehes’, eompiled by pri- 
vate jet hire network 
PrivateFly.eom. 

Topping PrivateFly’s top- 10 
most “stunning and inspirational 
airport approaehes” was Sion, in 
Switzerland, a eountry that was 
featured twiee on the list. 

Seeond and third on the list 
were the Caribbean Islands St. 


Maarten (who’ s Prineess Juliana 
Airport is deseribed as “exeep- 
tionally elose to the beaeh, with 
private jet aireraft and airliners 
literally skimming over the heads 
of holidaymakers (...) the ulti- 
mate plane-spotter’s viewing 
spot.”) and St. Barts, Airport 
respeetively. At Saint Barts, 
“with very tight angles, hills, 
unusual wind eonditions and the 
short runway to negotiate, 
there ’ s little margin for error and 
only the most qualified and 


highly-trained pilots can land 
there”. International flights do 
not land at St. Barts. 

In fourth plaee was Gibraltar, 
whieh “has the distinetion of be- 
ingthe closesttothe eity it serves, 
being only 500 metres from Gi- 
braltar’s eity eentre. 

“The runway is actually inter- 
sected by a main road whieh has 
to be elosed every time a plane 
lands or departs. The roek of Gi- 
braltar looms large on the stun- 
ning approaeh, eausing unusual 


wind patterns and turbulenee”, 
the listing explained. 

Switzerland was featured for 
a seeond time on the list with the 
country’s St. Gallon- Altenrhein 
Airport. 

In sixth plaee was Portugal’s 
Funehal Airport, on the island of 
Madeira. 

“The runway at Madeira’s 
Funchal Airport (also known as 
Santa Catarina) is bordered by 
water on one side and mountains 
on the other and was rebuilt in 
2000 to include a stunning bridge- 
like extension, with 180 support- 
ingpillars, over the Atlantie, pro- 
viding both a dramatie view and 
additional ear parking (under- 
neath!)” the deseription ex- 
plained. It elaborated “Before the 
rebuild, Madeira’s Airport was 
infamous for its short runway 
whieh, surrounded by highmoun- 
tains and the oeean, made it a 
trieky landing for even the most 
experieneed of pilots. The new 
runway now allows both airlines 
and private jets to land at Ma- 
deira Funehal”. 

When the airport opened on 
1 8 July, 1 964, it had two runways 
measuring 1 ,600 kilometres. The 
original runway was later ex- 
tended by 200 metres built over 
a series of columns, following an 
incident with a TAP flight -Por- 
tugal ’ s national flag earrier- eight 
years earlier in 1 97 7 . 

The ineident involved TAP 
Flight 425, aBoeing 727 en-route 
from Brussels on 19 November 
19, 1977, which overshot the 
runway and plunged over a 200 
feet steep bank hitting a nearby 
bridge and erashing onto the 
beaeh; splitting in half and burst- 
ing into flames. 

Of the 164 people aboard (156 
passengers and eight crew), 1 3 1 
were killed (125 passengers and 
6 erew). 

It is believed the erew was try- 
ing to land the aireraft on the no- 
toriously short runway in heavy 
rain, strong winds and poor vis- 
ibility.

Madeira flood damage 
loan approved 

The European Investment Bank (EIB) has approved the 
first tranche of €62.5 million of a total €250 million 
loan to the Portuguese Government, to support the 
Madeira Regional Government re-establish lost and 
damaged infrastructure caused by the flooding of 
February 2010. 


This multi-sector framework 
loan will eontribute to repairing 
and reeonstrueting the massive 
damage eausedto the publie in- 
frastrueture in Madeira, 
strengthening its resilienee to 
natural disasters and its adapta- 
tion to elimate ehange. 

The operation will provide 
the Portuguese authorities with 
long-term funding at attraetive 
rates to help fmanee a huge in- 
vestment effort to overeome 
sueh ‘foree majeure’ eireum- 
stanees. 

The 2010 Madeira Island 
floods and mudslides were the 
result of an extreme weather 
event that affeeted the Portugal’s 
Autonomous Region ofMadeira 
on 20 February 2010. 

As a result of the natural dis- 
aster, 42 people died and at least 
250 were injured and about 650 
lost their houses. 

The eity of Funehal and other 
areas were heavily damaged by 
landslides and eommunieations 


were seriously disrupted aeross 
the island. 

The EIB loan would eontrib- 
ute towards repair and reeon- 
struetion of fundamental infra- 
strueture in a eonvergenee, ul- 
tra-peripheral territory of the 
European Union, restoring the 
eonditions for a balaneed devel- 
opment of the region, as well as 
supporting a sustainable eeo- 
nomie reeovery, employment 
ereation andproteetion of exist- 
ing livelihoods. 

The EIB loan foeuses mainly 
on small and medium sized in- 
vestment schemes of less than 
€50 million distributed 
throughout most of Madeira’s 
territory in areas sueh as hy- 
draulies, roads, bridges, elee- 
trieity and water supply. The 
investment programme to be 
earned out by Madeira’s au- 
thorities will also inelude 
meehanisms to prevent similar 
natural disasters in the future by 
addressing key risks. 


Annual road deaths 
down in Portugal 

The number of road deaths has reduced from an average 
of 2,600 per year in the 80s to less than 800 per year, 
putting Portugal on a par with countries with the safest 
roads. 


According to Portugal’ s Min- 
ister of Internal Affairs, Rui 
Pereira, this reduction is due to 
improved road quality, safer ve- 
hicles, effective policing, raised 
awareness among drivers and 
better medical assistance at the 
scene of accidents. 

Speaking at the 2“"* Congress 
ofWork and Road Accidents ear- 
lier this month, he said: “We have 
met our aim to reduce the number 
of deaths and we continue to 
work with a national road secu- 
rity strategy to make Portugal one 
of the best countries in Europe in 
terms of road safety.” 

In 1970, there were around 
500,000 vehicles inPortugal and 
only 80 kilometres of motorway 
by 1974. In 2010, there are cur- 
rently 5.7 million vehicles and 


more than 3,000 kilometres of 
motorway in the country. 

“During the 80s, there was a 
very high death rate, more than 
2,600peryear,” said Rui Pereira, 
adding: “since 2006, this has been 
loweredto less than 1 ,000 annual 
deaths and now there are less than 
800 per year, which we want to 
reduce farther.” 

He added that the method of 
counting road deaths has also 
changed, allowing Portugal to 
compare its figures with other 
European countries. 

“We are changing the method 
and we now consider those who 
die during transportation to hos- 
pital or within the following 30 
days of the accident, as the same 
as people who die at the scene” 
said Mr. Pereira.

-with Las Vegas’ McCarran Air- 
port being voted 9* due to its ap- 
proach, which “is a truly spec- 
tacular one, offering the contrast 
of desert with a sudden metropo- 
lis, unrivalled for sheer size and 
glamour.” 

Rounding off the list, in 10* 
place, is Barra Airport, in the 
Outer Hebrides of Scotland, 
which is in fact situated on the 
beach. 

Adam Twidell, CEO of 
PrivateFly.eom, an experienced 
pilot and author of the Top- 10 
listing said on their website: 
“Over the years, I have experi- 
enced many different airports, 
but the ones I have selected here 
are highly memorable.”

Thomas Cook concedes compensation to Algarve hotels 


In September Thomas Cook, 
the second largest travel opera- 
tor in the world, announced that 
the Algarve would not be on its 
winter 2010 programme. Shortly 
afterwards it transpired that the 
company had also applied a five 
percent discount to invoices it 
owed the region’ s hotels . 

The company has, however, 
following ameeting with Govern- 
ment representatives, agreed to 
pay out compensation that will 
be “satisfactory to both parties”, 
to those affected by its actions. 

Regional hotel associations 
have applauded the agreement, 
though have said they want 
“more concrete solutions”. 

Conflict between the operator 
and Algarve hoteliers kicked off 
at the end of summer, when it 
announced the end of its opera- 
tions to the region as well the dis- 
covery of the self-allowed dis- 
count. 

The “unilateral decision” 
drove associations such as the 
Algarve Association for Hotels 
and Tourist Resorts (AHETA) 
to join forces with European en- 
tities to submit a complaint to the 
European Commission denounc- 
ing “an attitude that represents a 
dominant position of abuse”, 
Elderico Viegas, head of 
AHETA, said. 

It is also believed that these 
complaints reached the Portu- 
guese Tourism Board. 

In the meantime, Portugal’s 
State Secretary for Tourism 
Bernardo Trindade told Portu- 
guese newspaper O Publico that 
Thomas Cook has committed to

“compensating hoteliers.” 

That commitment was report- 
edly made in writing, in a letter 
sent by Thomas Cook to the 
Government representative, fol- 
lowing the meeting that was held 
last week. 

In the letter the eompany ex- 
plained that it was forced to take 
“radieal measures” due to losses 
“in the region of €100 million”, 
beeause of the leelandie voleano 
eruption and subsequent ash 
cloud in April. Lack of demand for 
travel beeause of the global eeo- 
nomic crisis further eontributedto 
the need for “radical measures”, 
which also included the firing of 
500 Thomas Cook employees. 

Aeeording to O Publico the 
eompany has agreed to meet with 
Algarve hoteliers to hold negotia- 
tions before the end of this year, 
to reaeh a settlement that is “sat- 
isfaetory to both parties.” 

In the State Seeretary’s opin- 
ion, this eommitment will “reo- 
pen a file that had been elosed.” 
Bernardo Trindade said that it 
was possible some hoteliers may 
still resort to legal aetion, but 
stressed that the first step to- 
wards resolving the matter had 
been taken. 

Thomas Cook has also report- 
edly agreed to review its winter 
programme for 20 1 1/ 1 2 . 

Elderieo Viegas reaeted to the 
news saying “there are too many 
‘ifs’ in this eommitment”. 
AHETA said it is “available to 
listen” to what Thomas Cookhas 
to say, but made it clear that “one 
ofthe mainprineiples oftourism, 
trust, has been shaken.”

There are plenty of pages, ap- 
plieations, games, and luring ads 
on F aeebook and most of us have 
had urges to try many of them. 
With sueh a grand base, haekers 
need not look any further if they 
want to gain entry into Faeebook 
users PC’s. These games, appli- 
eations and ads eanbe atrap open- 
ing doors to malware and allowing 
aeeess into your eomputer. 

Methods of Spreading 
Facebook Vi ruses 

The bad guys, or haekers as they 
are eommonly ealled, use both in- 


If you have a profile on Facebook, you are an easytargetfor a Facebook 
virus. Almost everyone, be it an expert user or a novice, has a Facebook 
account. What started as a small social networking site six years ago is now a 
multi-billion dollar website with approximately 500 million active users. 


temal and external taeties to gain 
aeeess to your eomputer. The in- 
ternal method is easy. Create a 
luring applieation and insert ama- 
lieious eode or merge a malware 
eode into a video embedding eode 
and then post it on Faeebook. 
When you eliek on the link to play 
the video or to open the appliea- 
tion, the eode downloads malware 
to your eomputer. As there is no 
restrietion on ereating appliea- 
tions, anyone ean ereate sueh ap- 
plieations/games for use with 
Faeebook. Though Faeebook 
might remove suspieious appliea- 
tions, ads, and posts after reeeiv- 
ing eomplaints, itmay be too late. 

The other method is to send 
emails to Faeebook subseribers. 
Most of the people post their 
email addresses and smartphone 
numbers on their Faeebook pro- 
file. This makes them easy targets 
for Faeebook viruses and worms. 

So what ean you do to avoid 
Faeebook seeurity problems? 

• Use a good seeurity and anti- 
virus software solution that ean 
identify malieious seripts and pre- 
vent downloads of malware. 

• Avoid posting eonfidential 
information on your profde. 

• Avoid any posts, videos, 
pages or applieations that look out 
of this world. You ean still have 
fun on Faeebook, but it is wise to 
read user reviews of Faeebook 
games before trying them. A re- 
eent example of a video spread 
virus titled ‘Sexiest Video Ever’ 
eaused ehaos for Faeebook users 
and infeeted over 300,000 eom- 
puters worldwide. This video link 
is no longer available onFaeebook, 
but users still need to be eareful 
should they reeeive the link via 
email. 

Note: The founder of 

Faeebook, MarkZuekerberg says 
that there is no option of sereen- 
ing new applieations before they 
go live as Faeebook is meant to be 
an open spaee. This inereases the 
riskofFaeebookviruses and other 
malware. 

Stop Facebook Viruses- 
Use the 'Like' Button 
Sparingly 

You have probably used the 
Like button on Faeebook. How- 
ever, the same Like button that 
you used to show your appreeia- 
tion for a post ean now pose a 
threat to your eomputers. The 
mostreeentthreat was apage say- 
ing “This Girl Committed Suicide 
after Her Dad Posted This on Her 
Wall (see image) ” . Obviously, 


this page ereated euriosity and 
many people clieked on the li nk 
to getmore details. Thepage asked 
you to eliek on the Like button 
before you eould aeeess the de- 
tails. Onee you elieked the Like 
button, malware was automati- 
ealfy downloaded into your eom- 
puter. 

This might seare you from eliek- 
ing on the Like button even on 
your friends’ posts on their walls. 
However, you need not worry too 
mueh. Just take some preeautions 
and you should be safe . If the wall 
post is something typed in manu- 
ally, you ean always Like It with- 
out any fear. If your friend shares 
apage, eheekthe origin ofthe page. 
You ean eliek the original link to 
see where it goes and what steps 
itrequires. Ifitis anormalpage, it 
will open up without any addi- 
tional requests. Other pages ask 
you to eliek on additional links 
before they present information. 
If you eneounter sueh a seenario, 
it is better to elose the window 
than to eliek on the additional 
links. It is eli eking the additional 
links that downloads malware. So 
far, no F aeebookpage has been re- 
ported for downloading malware 
just by elieking the initial link (vid- 
eos are an exeeption) . 

Spreading Viruses using 
Facebook Videos 

As mentioned earlier, people 
have downloaded malware into 
their eomputers by elieking on a 
video titled ‘Sexiest Video Ever. ’ 
Plenty of these types of videos 
exist on F aeebook. While this par- 
tieular video was notieed and re- 
moved from Faeebook, you ean 
still be prone to Faeebook video 
viruses. 

Koobface is one sueh vims that 
makes use of F aeebook videos to 
install malware into your eompu- 
ter and it is pretty easy to eateh. 
When you eliek to play the video , 
it asks you to update your Flash 
Player and takes you to a site that 
looks like a genuine Adobe site. If 
you eliek on anything, you 
download themalware. There are 
several variations of the Koobfaee 
vims, eaeh of whieh asks you to 
eliek on an additional link when 
you Play the Faeebook video. 
When you eneounter any see- 
narios where elieking on a video 
asks you to install something, for- 
get that video and stay safe. You 
ean later Google-it to eheek out 
the authentieity of the add-on that 
the video is requesting. Similarly, 
you ean install the latest Flash 


Player by visiting the Adobe 
website direetly 

(www.adobe.eom). 

Note that F aeebook is aware of 
the vims and Kaspersky is work- 
ing elosefy with Faeebook to 
eliminate any sueh videos doing 
the rounds on the soeial network- 
ing website. Still, itisbetterto stay 
on your guard by following the 
tips mentioned earlier. 

FacebookViruses 
through Emails 

Users of Faeebook are easy tar- 
gets when they leave their email 
addresses or phone numbers on 
their profiles. Haekers retrieve 
the se email ID’s and phone num- 
bers anduse them to send links that 
lead to sites whieh download 
malware into their eomputers and 
smartphones. While most good 
seeurity and antivims software 
solutions help stop infiltration of 
malware from sueh sites, some- 
times they are unable to help - 
given the daily rate of new vims 
developments. 

If you reeeive any email with a 
link that elaims to offer you some- 
thing that you are not expeeting, 
just delete itinsteadoftaking risks. 
Most ofthese types of emails look 
and sound personal with subjeets 
sueh as “Your photo on 
Faeebook,” “Aetion needed: 
Faeebook,” “This is a must see,” 
ete. 

The Facebook'Dislike' It 
Button 

Many Faeebook users have 
wished for a Dislike button so 
Faeemod (a serial entrepreneur) 
eame up with a Dislike button that 
ean be installed as a plug in for the 
Mozilla Firefox Web Browser. 
While very few people knew of 
the original Dislike button (please 
note that Mozilla has not reviewed 
this button), many have 
downloaded it from third party 
sites other than the Mozilla add- 
on page. 

These third-party Dislike but- 
tons are more of a rogue button 
than a vims. These buttons inten- 
tionally eolleet your personal data 
by presenting you with a survey 
and later send fake messages to 
your friends asking them to in s tall 
the button. This F aeebook add-on 
does not download anything to 
your eomputer but it is most dan- 
gerous in the sense that it asks for 
yourpersonal information, whieh 
may be used at a later stage for 
various purposes - be it good or 
bad.

Indeed, it serves a 
useful social function, provid- 
ing employment to many peo- 
ple who would otherwise be 
roaming the streets looking for 
something to do, and perhaps 
falling in with bad companions. 

However, common sense 
and a grasp of irony do not fig- 
ure prominently in the job de- 
scription for airport security 
personnel. That’s why we are 
all conditioned, while going 
through airport security, to 
avoid making remarks that even 
refer to the reason for all these 
searches. 

Should you politely inquire, 
as they ferret through an old la- 
dy’s handbag, whether they re- 
ally think there’s a bomb in 
there, you will spend the next 
twelve hours in a side-room 
being interrogated. Indeed, you 
don’t even have to get aboard 
an aircraft to fall foul of the vast 
security establishment that 
has sprung up since 9/11. Just 
send an e-mail containing key- 
words like “blowing up an air- 
craft,” and they may visit you 
in the comfort of your own 
home. 

That’s what happened to 
Paul Chambers, a 27-year-old 
British accountant. His flight 
to Northern Ireland to visit his 
girlfriend was cancelled when 
snow closed Nottingham’s 
Robin Hood airport last Janu- 
ary, and he vented his anger to 
his girlfriend on Twitter.” 
Crap,” he wrote. “Robin Hood 
airport is closed. You’ve got a 
week and a bit to get your shit 
together otherwise I’m blow- 
ing the airport sky high! 1 1 ” 

Those who have lived among 
human beings for any length of 
time will recognise that as a lame 
attempt at humour, but if you 
spend your time in darkened 
rooms reading intercepted elec- 
tronic messages you tend to lose 
contact with the human race. So 
Paul Chambers was arrested, 
charged, tried and convicted. He 
was fined $1500 plus legal 
costs. And as soon as he was ar- 
rested, he lost his job. 

He appealed his conviction, 
naturally, and in mid-Novem- 
ber judge Jacqueline Davies re- 
jected his appeal. She emerged 
from her cave to rule that 
Chambers’s tweet has been 
“menacing in its content and 
obviously so. It could not be 
more clear. Any ordinary per- 
son reading this would see it in 
that way and be alarmed.” 


So far, it’s just another 
dreary tale of overweening 
securocrats and out-of-touch 
judges, but what happened 
next was more heartening. 
Thousands of people who were 
outraged by the sheer stupidity 
of it all began to re-tweet Cham- 
bers’s original message in a 
show of solidarity. 

So far, none of the people 
who did this have been arrested, 
because some senior person in 
the British security establish- 
ment finally realised that the 
whole sorry story makes them 
and the judges look like fools. 
Or, to be more precise, reveals 
them for the fools they are. But 
it would not be a good idea to 
re-tweet Chambers’s message 
anywhere outside Britain, for 
the equally foolish authorities 
elsewhere don’t know the back- 
ground story. 

What you could do, if you 
are minded to make some small 
gesture of resistance to this ig- 
norant and oppressive system, 
is to include some reference to 
bombs and aircraft in your e- 
mails and tweets from time to 
time. Be careful how you 
phrase it - “I heartily disap- 
prove of people who try to 
smuggle bombs onto aircraft” 
would be a safe comment - but 
as long as you use the key 
words, it will come to the at- 
tention of the system. 

The computer will flag the 
message, and some analyst will 
actually have to read it. They 
won’t arrest you for it, al- 
though your name will prob- 
ably go onto one of their data- 
bases. Don’t worry about that: 
if you have ever done anything 
remotely interesting in the 
world, your name is almost 
certainly on several of their 
data-bases already. And if 
enough people sent messages 
like that, it might even clog up 
the system. 

Well, no, not really. When- 
ever they want more comput- 
ing capacity, they get it, be- 
cause no politician will risk be- 
ing accused of stinting on “se- 
curity matters.” In reality, 
your small act of resistance will 
simply trigger the waste of 
more of the money you pay in 
taxes: no matter what you do, 
the house wins. But it might 
make you feel better for a little 
while.

Circus bears re-homed at 
Lisbon zoo

Project Seahorse, a worldwide projectto save this endangered marine 
animal is looking to create artificial habitat structures in the Ria Formosa 
national park, which is known to be home to one of the densest seahorse 
coloniesinthe world. 


The aim of this project, 
which is led by specialists from 
around the world, ineluding 
Portugal, is to conserve 
seahorse populations. 

Loss of habitat due to dredg- 
ing and the movement of boats 
is highlighted as the likely cause 
for the decline in seahorse 
populations in the Ria For- 
mosa, whieh have redueed by 
85 percent since 2000. 

An initiative to install arti- 
ficial structures in the Ria F or- 
mosa is aimed at helping 
seahorses live in areas where it 
is diffieult for them normally 
to live. These marine animals 
prefer to live in underwater 
prairies where their eggs are 
covered. 




According to Miguel 
Correia, a marine biologist from 
Project Seahorse, these marine 
ereatures are very sedentary 
and normally cling onto things 
such as shells, buoys or under- 
water traps to stop themselves 
from being swept away by the 
eurrents. 

“The structure, whieh will 
be made of metal so as not to 
release any toxie substances 
into the environment, will be 
tested in a laboratory,” he told 
Lusa News Agency. 

Seahorses have an average 


life expeetancy of between 
three and five years, growing 
up to 16 centimetres and are 
able to eamouflage themselves 
to deeeive predators. 

Project Seahorse’s proposal 
will be implemented in partner- 
ship with the University of the 
Algarve’s Sea Scienee Centre 
(CCMAR) and the Ria For- 
mosa Natural Park.

Algarve sees surge 
in food aid requests 

The number of meals distributed daily by Faro- 
based homeless support centre, Centro de Apoio aos 
Sem Abrigo (CASA) has increased from 80 to 500 in 
14 months. 


Pedro Cebola, CASA Co- 
ordinator told Lusa News 
Ageney: “We are feeding one 
pereent of Faro’s popula- 
tion. Around 14 months ago 
around 80 people reeeived 
meals, but sinee then help has 
been inereasing 

exponentially, and we are 
now feeding 500 people a 
day.” 

CASA was set up as a non- 
profit organisation three 
years ago to provide meals 
for the homeless, espeeially 
drug addiets and alcoholies. 
The charity currently counts 
on the support of around 300 
volunteers. 

“Around 70 pereent of 
people who ask for our help 
with meals are unemployed, 
eouples who have both be- 
eome unemployed, grand- 
parents who look after their 
grandchildren and have no 
social support and people 
who took early retirement 
for health reasons,” said Mr. 
Cebola. 

He added that immigrants 
from Eastern Europe, espe- 
eially Ukrainians, who used 
to work in the construction 


industry and in greenhouses 
in Faro municipality also, 
represent 15 pereent of 
those who look to CASA for 
help. 

Earlier this month, CASA 
reeeived 3 0 new cases of peo- 
ple asking for help, with at 
least 25 of those being eligi- 
ble for free meals, based on 
their ineome. 

“There are a lot of people 
who are ashamed to be poor, 
namely professionals such 
as teachers who have not 
been ‘plaeed’ and are eur- 
rently unemployed, restau- 
rant and eafe owners and peo- 
ple who worked in real es- 
tate,” added Mr. Cebola. 

Until 3 1 Deeember, CASA 
is running a Christmas eam- 
paign to colleet around 
2,000 toys for children and 
to offer Christmas luneh and 
gift baskets to more than 600 
needy families in the region. 

To combat the growing 
poverty situation being felt 
by families due to unem- 
ployment, Town Halls 
around the region have in- 
ereased their budgets for so- 
eial aetions by at least a third.

proven to be the key for courses 
that have reported growth 
through the crisis. 

Director of Golf at Penina, 
Leonel Rio, told The Portugal 
News this week that the Al- 
garve’s oldest course has defied 
the odds.

Palliative care association launches services 
in Lagos

'Armchair supporters', volunteers, fund-raisers and a new string of charity shops are at the top of the 
pioneering palliative care association Madrugada's Christmas wish list to ensure the continuation and 
expansion of its services, as well as forming the backbone of its action plan for 2011 . 



Madrugada is a new project 
currently covering the Lagos mu- 
nicipality, providing the region 
with in-the-home palliative care 
and support for for people with 
life-limiting illnesses, viaa ‘bank’ 
of professional healthcare work- 
ers and a network of volunteers. 
It also aims to help families make 
informed decisions about care- 
preferences regarding ‘end-of- 
life’ palliative care. 

The project was devised in 
2009 but only recently com- 
menced its services within the 
community. Three families are 
currently being aided by 
Madrugada. 

The services, clinical and psy- 
chological, amongst others, fill a 
role in society that was previ- 
ously, to a large extent, un-catered 
for. It is proving of particular rel- 
evance to infirm foreigners, many 
ofwhom believed there was little 
option but to return to their home- 
lands when faced with a serious 
illness, such as cancer or motor 
neurone disease. However, 
Madrugada founder, psycholo- 
gist AlisonBlair, is quickto stress 
that the association’s services are

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not limited to ex-pats and are in- 
tended for the entire community, 
both foreign and national. 

T o ensure Madrugada can con- 
tinue to offer its vital services and 
indeed grow within the commu- 
nity a steady income is needed to 
ensure the association’s further- 
ance. 

Madrugada’s pilot charity 
shop in Praia da Luz has been 
“very successful”, bringing in tidy 
sums, added to by fundraising and 
charity events. Also, families are 
asked to declaretheir ability to pay 
for or contribute towards profes- 
sional services, such as nursing 
and physiotherapy, though all of 
the association’ s non-clinical serv- 
ices, such as bereavement counsel- 
ling and volunteer support, are free 
of charge, covered by the associa- 
tion’s fund-raising initiatives. 

Alison Blair is aware that “not 
everyone is able to go to charity 
or fundraising events”, so the as- 
sociation is therefore “looking for 
‘Armchair Members’: people 
who pay an annual membership 
fee and can rest assured knowing 
they’ve made a contribution, but 
can then do as much or as little 
more as they like.” 

Following what Madrugada 
describes as an “amazingly active 
first year”, it is now hoping to ex- 
pand its services beyond the La- 
gos area. However, it has been es- 
timated that the target required 
to cover Madrugada’s services in 
2011 will be in the region of 
€245,000, within Lagos alone. 

Three new charity shops are in 
the planning, described as being 
‘key’ the to association’s expan- 
sion, the first of which could 
emerge in Portimao . 

Professional fundraiser Hazel 
McGill, who has been frindraising 
forUKhospices and associations 
for more than three decades, of- 
feredher services after being intro- 
duced to Alison Blair by the Help 
the Hospice association in the UK 
and flew out to the Algarve to give 
her initial assessment of 
Madrugada’s goals. 


“Speaking as a professional 
fundraiser, the way in which you 
have promoted and marketed your 
dream of being able to offer care 
(...) to all those unfortunate 
enough to need palliative care for 
a life-threatening illness is to be 
applauded. 

“ Y on have pulled together as a 
dedicated team ofvolunteers, giv- 
ing your time and expertise (...) 
in a manner of which you can be 
proud”, Mrs. McGill wrote inher 
assessment. 

A calendar by local artist 
Gabriela Clark is now on sale; all 
proceeds from which will go to 
Madrugada. Designer Lieke 
Kersten has created a range of 
beaded jewellery especially for 
Madrugada, from which 50 per- 
cent of the profits will be donated 
to the association, and a CD of 
songs from the president of the 
board, featuring popular tunes 
from the American songbook, is 
also set to be launched. F our Hind- 
raising initiatives are linedup-the 
first at the Barlavento English 
School’ s Christmas Fayre (27 No- 
vember, Espiche Camp Site), the 
Spirit of Christmas Fair in 
Portimao (1 December - Hotel 
Oceanic), the Luxury Christmas 
Market (5 December, Vale do 
Lobo) and the second Spirit of 
Christmas Fair, in Quarteira (8 
December, Vila Sol) . These events 
are joint initiatives with other as- 
sociations including St. Vincent’ s 
Church, ACCA, and Woolf Val- 
ley charity.

Capital GainsTax 

SIR, We are all aware that the 
Portuguese government are in 
serious trouble with the financial 
state of the country. No doubt 
they will expect the EU to bail 
them out. No doubt the govern- 
ment are pleased that they are 
part of the EU, however it should 
be pointed out to them that if they 
wish to benefit from the EU they 
must comply with EU law. 

One area in which they do not 
comply with the EU is that they 
restrict the free movement of 
Capital. An example of this is in 
the area of Capital Gains tax on 
the sale of property. They per- 
sist in having two rates of Capi- 


tal Gains Tax. One for the resi- 
dent and the other for Non resi- 
dents. 

In early 2008 they were in- 
formed that this practice was in 
violation of EU rules. The case in 
question , I quote, “ The Euro- 
pean Court of Justice issued a 
judgement in Erika W altraud Use 
Hollmanv. Fazenda Publica(C- 
443/06), finding that Portugal’s 
differing capital gains tax treat- 
ment of residents and nonresi- 
dents who transfer Portuguese 
immovable property violates the 
EC Treaty principle of free 
movement of capital. 

I have discussed this with so- 
licitors and financial advisors, in 
Portugal, and they are either una- 
ware of this which can only mean 
that the Portuguese Government 
is quite prepared to ignore EC law. 

It is high time that the Portu- 
guese Government obeyed EC 
law. This is the moment that the 
EC should ensure that the Portu- 
guese Government comply with 
the EC law and that if they do not 
then no future aid will be granted.

Get those jobs done with a little help from DIY guru Julia 
Gray. This week: how to fit a wooden or laminate worktop 

Replace your worktop for 
an instant update 

Top tips for... fitting a wooden or laminate worktop 


• Replacing your worktop can 
be a relatively quick and inex- 
pensive way to give your 
kitchen a new look. However, 
you shouldn’t attempt to fit it 
yourself unless you’re an expe- 
rienced DIYer. This is particu- 
larly relevant for those begin- 
ners who have chosen an expen- 
sive wooden worktop as it could 
end up ruined without an expe- 
rienced eye watching over the 
work. 

• If you’re removing an old 
worktop and want the new one 
to be the same size and shape, 
simply measure the old one to 
get accurate measurements. If 
the new worktop will be a dif- 
ferent size or shape, it’ s vital to 
get the measurements right. Re- 
member to leave an overhang 


above the front of the kitchen 
units of around 1 0-2 0mm and 
at the sides of the end units of 
around 25mm (unless you’re 
putting an appliance or piece 
of furniture there), allowing 
for any side panels. 

• To cut your worktop 
straight without damaging 
the surface, use a ruler and 
mark your cutting line in pen- 
cil, then cover the line with 
masking tape - you should be 
able to see it through the tape. 
Clamp a steel ruler along the 
line and use a craft knife to 
score a groove down it. Fi- 
nally, cut along the groove 
with a jigsaw, circular saw or 
panel saw - depending on the 
type and thickness of the 
worktop. 


• To fix the worktop to the 
kitchen units, get someone to 
apply pressure from above 
while you attach the worktop 
underneath with fixing brackets 
and screws. Both the back and 
front edge of the worktop 
should be fixed securely. 

• The ends of wooden 
worktops should be planed or 
sanded smooth and protected 
with a suitable wood oil. Lami- 
nate worktops will have match- 
ing finishing strips - either sup- 
plied or available to buy sepa- 
rately. Cut the strips to the cor- 
rect length and apply glue to 
both the strip and the edge of the 
worktop, then fix in place and 
leave to dry. For more informa- 
tion, visit the DIY Advice Cen- 
tre at www.homebase.co.uk.

Stoeks of roses, willows, 
weigelas, dogwoods and 
philadelphus ean all be in- 
ereased through hardwood 
euttings. 

It ean be done in the garden, 
and although the euttings will 
take a year to root, it ’ s worth the 
wait as you will produee large 
speeimens ready for planting 
out or potting up. 

Cut woody shoots from the 
base of the eurrent year’s 
growth, making a straight eut 
below a leaf joint and a sloping 


eut at the tip above a bud and an- 
gled away from it to leave the 
euttings 20-3 Oem long. 

The base ean then be dipped 
into speeially-formulated hor- 
mone rooting powder. 

Make a slit treneh in a well- 
eultivated, vaeant plot by push- 
ing a spade baekwards and for- 
wards to ereate a V shape in the 
soil, with added organie matter. 

Push the euttings in vertieally, 
3 Oem apart, firming the soil baek 
around them with your heel along 
eaeh side of the row and elosing

(Cichorium intybus) 


This salad erop goes well in a 
bowl of mixed leaves, its bitter 
taste adding bite to many salad 
eombinations, and it is rela- 
tively eold and drought-resist- 
ant. 

There are three types: 
witloof, which grows as a ro- 
sette of leaves forming a deep 
root that, when harvested, can 
be forced in a warm, dark spot 
to produce chicons (white, 
leafy buds); red chicory, also 
known as radicchio, which 
forms hearts; and sugarloaf, 
again a heart-forming type. 

Chicory thrives in an open, 
sunny site, does well on poor 
soils and needs little fertiliser. 
Sow Witloof in late spring and 


early summer for forcing in au- 
tumn, while red and sugarloaf 
varieties can be sown from mid- 
spring to late summer. 

It can be grown in short rows 
on the vegetable patch or allot- 
ment, and is also ideal for raised 
beds and large pots. 

Spring sowings are besi 
raised in modules in warm con- 
ditions, then planted out under 
fleece or cloches. Red and 
sugarloaf varieties can be 
grown as cut-and-come-again 
crops by sowing indoors in late 
winter, spring and autumn, or 
outdoors in summer. 

Good varieties include the 
red type ‘Jupiter’ and ‘Painde 
Sucre’, a hearted sugarloaf 


the trench. Water in well. 

By next summer, the cuttings 
should have produced 
sideshoots, and in autumn you’ll 
have tough, bushy plants ready 
for transplanting to your chosen 
spot. 

Hardy plants can be rooted in 
a sheltered part of the garden or 
in a pot of soil-based compost. 

There are many other ways of 
propagating plants, including di- 
viding clumps of grasses, herba- 
ceous perennials such as hostas 
and geraniums. 

The best time to lift and divide 
is the spring, just as growth is be- 
ginning, or late autumn, as the 
plant’s foliage is dying down for 
the winter. Tough perennials 
such as Michaelmas daises can be 
divided in the autumn. 

Hostas and agapanthus also do 
well from dividing in late autumn. 
As hostas have such dense, con- 
gested roots, just lift the plant - 
root ball and all - and split the 
clump using a sharp knife. 

With old, congested plants, 
you may need to cut out the old 
woody centre of the clump which 
doesn’t have many strong roots, 
retaining the stronger roots on the 
outside of the plant. 

The divided plants can be 
planted at a depth the same 



as previously grown, the hole 
infilled with a soil-based potting 
compo st which will retain more 
moisture. F irm it with your heel 
to stop air pockets around the 
plant. They can then be watered 
in well and left to settle. 

If you want to increase your 
houseplant stock, leaf cuttings 
may be taken between spring and 
late autumn and are particularly 
suitable for propagating African 
violets. Begonia rex and 
streptocarpus. 

With African violets, remove 
a whole young leaf complete 
with stalk and push the stalk into 
a pot of seed compost until the 
leaf rests on the surface. 

Place the pot in a heated 
propagator, and within around 
six weeks a new plant should 
have formed at the base of the 
leaf When it is about 2 . 5 cm high, 
separate it from the old leaves 
and pot it on in a soil-less com- 
post. 

The leaves of Begonia rex can 
also be laid flat on a tray of com- 
post, with the stalk removed. 
The main veins should be cut 
using a sharp knife and the un- 
derside of the leaf secured to the 
compost using cocktail sticks or 
fine wire. Keep the compost 
moist to create humidity, but 
don’t wet the leaf or it may 
rot. If kept humid, 
a young plant 
should form at 
each nick.

Oysters are eatehing on again

Now seen as an exotic luxury, oysters were once a dinnertime staple. 
According to UK supermarkets, sales of these shellfish are on the rise 
again, so Sarah O'Meara headed to an Oyster Festival to find out exactly 
why we should be eating more of these elegant molluscs. 


Lovers of British seafood are 
spoiled for choice at this time of 
year, as mussels, crabs and scal- 
lops come into season. 

Oysters too are at their prime 
but, unlike their more popular 
shelled companions, have not 
yet managed to work their way 
out of high-end restaurant 
fridges and into domestic kitch- 
ens. 

Thought by many to be too 
exotic and difficult to prepare, 
in our culinary hearts these pre- 
historic molluscs are still a Val- 
entine’s Day treat. 

But according to high street 
supermarket chain Asda, a gen- 
tle sea change is taking place. 

The supermarket reports a 
constant uplift in sales of oys- 
ters during the last few years. 

“They are becoming more 
popular,” says Asda’s spokes- 
person. “We’ve seen sales in- 
crease around 22% in the last 
year and 3 8% over the last three 
years.” 

As people become more con- 
cerned about depleting fish 
stocks, and eating sustainably 
and locally, the figures suggest 
that we might be starting to look 
at oysters in a new light. 

Drew Smith, author of Oys- 
ters : A W orld History, explains 


that 1 00 years ago oysters were 
harvested on almost every part 
of the UK coastline, and were 
very popular among all classes 
of society. 

“If you go back to 1 908, oys- 
ters were one of the biggest mari- 
time industries in the world, and 
Britain was the world leader. 
Sadly, a lot of things have gone 
wrong since then.” 

In the Victorian era, pickled 
oysters were common in poor 
homes. As Charles Dickens’s 
character Sam Weller said in The 
Pickwick Papers: “It’s a very 
remarkable circumstance, sir, 
that poverty and oysters always 
seem to go together.” 

But Smith explains that over- 
fishing, two world wars and a 
lack of investment in Britain’s 
fishing industry caused the oys- 
ter trade to collapse. 

“Oysters were a great part of 
British cooking. And when peo- 
ple emigrated to America they 
took that love with them - and 
that’ s why they’re still popular 
there. 

“At Grand Central Station in 
New Y ork there ’ s an oyster bar, 
where they serve an oyster stew 
which is famous across all of 
America. It dates back to 1912. 
You’ll also see roast chicken 


stuffed with oysters, fried 
oysters, oysters 

Rockefeller.” 

In Cornwall, the annual 
Falmouth Oyster Festi- 
val (www.falmouth 
oysterfestival.co.uk) 
has been running for 1 4 
years, and it is the only 
remaining port in the 
UK from which oys- 
ters are harvested with 
sailboats (without en- 
gines) and hand- 
pulled dredges. 

At the start of the oyster sea- 
son, which runs from October to 
March, the local community 
gathers to watch the boats set 
sail. 

According to festival organ- 
iser Mike Rangecroft, the indus- 
try is changing. “Thirty years 
ago, our oyster fisheries ex- 
ported 90% of their supply to 
France, but as restaurants have 
got better and television chefs 
encourage us to be more adven- 
turous, our tastes have become 
more sophisticated. 

“Now 30% of what they 
dredge stays in Britain, going to 
shops and restaurants, which is 
wonderful.” 

In America, President Obama 
has plans to restore many native 



oyster 

populations by 2025 . And Smith 
says he would love to see the 
same plans in Britain. 

“Oysters actually clean up 
waters, they act as filters. When 
the pioneers wrote about the 
first days in America, they talk 
about the fish being so noisy. 
And that was because the first 
settlers would choose to live 
near big oyster coves, because 
they knew if there were oysters 
there, it would be clean, and a 
safe place to get fish.” 

Every year the St Michael’s 
Hotel in Falmouth comes up 
with some juicy recipes in hon- 
our of the Oyster Festival. 
Check out head chef Nick 
Hodges’ latest suggestions.

Oysters in the shell 

12 oysters 
Sea salt 
Black pepper 
2-3 lemons 

The dish is served with the 
oysters in their shells. To 
successfully shuck (open) 
the oysters, first ensure the 
narrow hinge at the back of 
the oyster is really clean. 
Then place the oyster flat 
side up on a chopping board 
or similar, wrapped in a tea 
towel, and hold it firmly with 
one hand. Insert the point of 
an oyster knife at the hinge 
(narrow pointed end) and 
twist the knife to pry open 
the back end of the shell. 


Wipe the knife clean on the tea 
towel and then carefully slide 
the knife along the back of the 
top flat shell and cut the ad- 
ductor muscle which holds the 
front of the oyster either open 
or closed. Remove top flat shell 
and discard. Finally slide the 
knife under the oyster to cut 
the other side of the adductor 
muscle. 

To serve, simply sprinkle 
with coarse sea salt and black 
pepper and a generous 
squeeze of lemon. 

For a spicy alternative, serve 
the oysters with a slice of lime 
and a sprinkle of finely 
chopped chilli.

This week. Good Food bringsyou a review of 
King Restaurant in Esteval, a bright family-run 
establishment, specialising in fresh fish. 



Nestled in the village of 
Esteval, King Restaurant, which 
has been under new manage- 
ment since May, provides a 
range of traditional Portuguese 
dishes and fresh fish. 

As well as having a busy 
lunchtime trade, with between 
four and five different daily spe- 
cials, King Restaurant also has 
an a la carte menu, catering for 
couples and groups of friends 
and family in the evenings. 

The evening convert is well 
served, with dishes of olives, 
cheese, presunto, choripo and 
fresh bread. 


For those who love fish and 
seafood, this restaurant is an ex- 
cellent choice, with the shell fish 
being some ofthe best I have ever 
tasted. 

To start I chose a steaming 
plate of clams fried with olive 
oil, garlic cloves and fresh cori- 
ander. Unlike some clams I have 
been served in the past which 
are chewy and full of grit, these 
were superb, with not a spec of 
sand and cooked to perfection. 

This was followed by a pork 
loin and sea food ‘ cataplana’ , a 
traditional Portuguese stew 
made in a metal wok style pan 


with a lid. For those who have 
never had it. King Restaurant is 
certainly worth a visit as the 
chef cooks up a dish that is full 
of flavour. 

Other specialities include 
fresh fish such as sardines, 
squid, cuttle-fish with ink, 
golden bream, scabbard and 
horse mackerel. There are also 
Brazilian ‘picanha’ steak 
served with black beans, rice 
and salad and tender pork loin 
dishes. 

The speciality on Saturday 
evenings is a mixed fish grill, 
which is served with corn por- 
ridge with cockles, made to the 
chef’s own recipe. 

A select range of desserts are 
on offer such as almond tart, 
home made fruit salad, warm 
apple tart with ice cream and 


house dessert as well as coffee 
or tea and a selection of spirits 
and liquors including 
‘Medronho’, the regional fire- 
water. 

Service is efficient and pro- 
fessional, with waiting staff in- 
cluding the manager, Manuela 
Coelho, who is fluent in Ger- 
man, and a friendly Romanian 
waitress called Anca who 
speaks English. 

In the run up to the festive 
season. King Restaurant 
would make an excellent and af- 
fordable choice to host a 
Christmas party. They also 
cater for birthdays, christen- 
ings, and weddings. Guests can 
choose between sitting in the 
large bright and informal con- 
servatory, which caters for 
smokers, or the cosier and more 




private dining room inside, 
which can be decorated. 

There is ample parking 
nearby, the restaurant has air 
conditioning in the summer and 
heating in the winter as well as 
mosquito nets, which allow 
diners to enjoy their meal in 
comfort all year around.

Hotel Arena 




four hours from London. 

Here the beaches are white, 
sandy and spotless. Little bays 
with sun loungers, umbrellas and 
cafes are deliciously inviting, 
while the wilder beaches draw 
surfers, windsurfers and kite- 
boarders, who relish tradewinds 
fresh from the Sahara Desert. 

Although the word 
‘Fuerteventura’ actually means 
‘ strong wind’, don’t be put off. 

The second biggest of the Ca- 
nary Islands (to Tenerife) it en- 
joys temperatures in the mid to 
high 20s, even in the middle of 
winter. 

The sun shines for about 3 ,000 
hours a year and the sea is clearer 
than clear turquoise. Inland are 
marshes, sand dunes and dramatic 
volcanic landscapes. 

It is just as well my toddler and 
I are happy on beaches, for my 
husband, the designated adven- 
turer, swears he’s gonna ‘hangten’ 
on a surfboard. 

But first we check into the 
four-star Arena Hotel, about a 10- 
minute walk from the beach and 
Corralejo’s main street. A 
poolside suite sounds grand, but 
it’s actually abigroomwithlounge 
furniture, a perfectly adequate 
balcony at the front and decent- 
sized bathroom. 

The room is clean and spacious, 
ifnot an obvious candidate for four 
stars. But, to put it inperspective, 
you can stay here all-inclusive for 
aweek for less than you’dpay for 
a room for one night at The 
Dorchester. 

The hotel has a toddler pool, 
two larger pools, lots of sun loung- 
ers (get up early to grab one) and 
the snack and drinks bar is never 
far away. It’ s quiet in the morning 
and noisy in the afternoon, as the 
entertainment crew organise 
games ofwaterpolo or volleyball. 

Y ou quickly fall in love with a 
melting pot of personalities 
around the pool. It really is a bit 
like that pub called Cheers - where 


everybody knows your name - 
and Mendships form quickly over 
acoldbeerorjuice. 

The all-inclusive package is 
true to its name : breakfast, lunch, 
dinner, snacks and all drinks (al- 
coholic too) are served up with- 
out a penny leaving your pocket, 
which is handy as sea breezes and 
lots of activity work wonders for 
the appetite. 

While there was always lots of 
variety at the thrice-daily buffet, 
some dishes did occasionally look 
a bit slapdash. But we never went 
hungry and fish lovers, espe- 
cially, were in heaven. 

Perhaps the Arena’s trump 
card is the staff - from waiters to 
reception to housekeeping - for 
whom nothing is too much trou- 
ble. Some couples we met make 
the Arena an a nn ual pilgrimage. 

Somehow the staff always 
found the time and energy to en- 
tertain our little daughter - and 
even threw a mini party for her 
1 8-month birthday, with a cake 
and a gift. Based on that touching 
ge sture alone , we ’ d return to the 
Arena. 

After a day or two relaxing at 
the hotel, it was time to explore. 

The town of Corralej o is mod- 
em and its main drag packed with 
malls, bars, restaurants and shops 
(all promising the “lowest prices 
in town” for beer, cigarettes, post- 
cards and water toys) obviously 
serves its purpose for the hun- 
dreds of thousands of visitors 
each year. 

Things lookup, though, when 
you leave the crowds behind for 
the beach and port. F abulous res- 
taurants overlooking the sea of- 
fer excellent deals and tempting 
‘specials of the day’. 

We passed blissful days 
lunching at La Marquesina. While 
my husband and daughter frol- 
icked on the beach, I sipped a 
chilled white wine and munched 
onthe best chilli squid I’ve found 
in years. 


It’s Sam. Still pitch dark. And 
though r m on holiday I’m push- 
ing a sleep-shy toddler along in 
her buggy in the hope she’ll 
head back to Slumberville. 

Along the way I pass other 
parents enacting the same rou- 
tine: the dawn brigade. It’s a 
brutally early start, but as we 
reach the beach all is forgiven 
when I see the fireball of the sun 
inching over the horizon. 

Another perfect day is dawn- 
ing in Corralej o, on the northern 
tip of the beautiful Canary Is- 
land of Fuerteventura, barely

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With car rental from around 30 
euros a day, we were soon head- 
ing south from Corralejo to- 
wards the wide expanse of dunes 
- part of the Parque Natural de 
las Dunas de Corralejo - and the 
beaehes along this east side of 
the island. 

They are gloriously un- 
spoiled, with uninterrupted 
views of the islands of Los 
Lobos. There are great spots for 
swimming, and if you want to go 
au naturel this is probably your 
spot. 

Further south, the capital, 
Puerto delRosario, is abit on the 
industrial side, but the prom- 
enade around the harbour is 
worth a look. 

Carrying on south we hit 
Caleta de Fuste. Nestled below 
an 18th eentury eastle, this is 
another tourist haven of hotels, 
shops, boutiques, bars, cafes, 
restaurants and beaehes. The 
weekly trade fair is renowned to 
have some great deals on leather 
goods. 

For all the sights and shop- 
ping, beaehes remain the jewel 
in this island’s crown. 


Playa de Sotavento is one of 
the most beautiful - stretehing 
down the southern Jandia Penin- 
sula coast. It is also pretty de- 
serted, with just a scattering of 
bars with a bohemian surfing/ 
kite- surfing/ windsurfing vibe. 

Later in the week the reliable 
loeal bus service took us to the 
small fishing village ofLajita. The 
main attraetion here is the Oasis 
N ature Park and Zoo and botani- 
eal gardens, with an amazing col- 
leetion of animals from croco- 
diles and giraffes to mongoose 
and emus. 

Take a camel safari or check 
out some of the 2,300 different 
speeies of tropieal plants and 
caeti. 

But most of our beaeh time 
was spent at Corralej o ’ s W aikiki 
beach - about 20 minutes’ walk 
from the hotel on the way to the 
town. It’s a great plaee to learn 
surfing and kite-surfing from the 
pros. 

Flexing his muscles, my hus- 
band handed over his 45 euros 
for a day’s surfing instruction, 
itching to ride the waves . Private 
classes eost between €90- 1 80. 


The lesson began on the beaeh: 
how to paddle out and how to get 
onto the board as the wave ap- 
proaehes. And it aetually worked. 
Towards the end of the day, he 
stood upright on his board and 
surfed towards a well-deserved 
beer, as we looked and eheered. 

With so many sehools offering 
tuition in sea activities, it is worth 
eomparing the widely available 
brochures before signing up. 

Another aetivity worth the 
eharge (€30) is the voyage by 
glass-bottomed boat to nearby 
Lanzarote, stopping briefly at the 
uninhabited island and nature re- 
serve of Isla de los Lobos, a mile 
offshore. 

W e saw flying fish and all man- 
ner of other sea life on the hour- 


long erossing, which drops you off 
at Playa Blanca and picks passen- 
gers up again three hours later. 

The strong winds of 
Fuerteventura will blow us baek 
to Hotel Arena, sooner rather 
than later.

Gabrielle Fagan looks 
at how to get a job 
you love - even when 
there's a recession - 
and test a new weight 
losstechnique based 
on skin analysis. 


With tough economic times 
putting the squeeze on jobs it’s 
easy to feel depressed about get- 
ting employed if you’re out of 
work, or to curtail career ambi- 
tions and stay in a post even if 
it’s not making you happy. 

But taking the trouble to 
search for a job that generally 
suits your skills and personal- 
ity is a health investment as 
much as a monetary one, accord- 
ing to John Lees, author of best- 
seller How T o Get A Job You ’ 11 
Love. 

“Work matters,” says Lees. 
“We put a huge amount of en- 
ergy into it, and rely on it for a 
large chunk of self-esteem. Be- 
coming unemployed affects us 
not simply because of drop in 
income but because of loss of 
purpose and can really damage 
wellbeing. 

“What’s less understood is 
that being underemployed is as 
worrying and negative as unem- 
ployment. People who are in the 
wrong kind of work can become 
demotivated, depressed or ill.” 

In fact, Lees believes, it’s a 
positive career strategy to as- 
pire to the right job, rather than 
just another job. 

“Just seeking any job can put 
you at the bottom of employ- 
ers shortlists, as employers are 
interested in your ability to 
match their needs, not the fact 
you’re looking for a job,” he 
points out. 

“All too often looking for ajob 
you love is regarded, wrongly, 
as almost self-indulgent. But if 
you’re highly enthused and en- 
ergised by your work you’re 
more motivated and productive, 
and much more likely to be val- 
ued, promoted and to earn 
more.” 

Thought-provokingly he 
points out that Government 
statistics show an average 
lifespan is 29,000 days - a finite 
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time to make positive lifestyle 
choices. 

“That’s the period you have 
to learn, work, play, raise a fam- 
ily, leave your mark on life, and 
acquire wisdom,” says Lees. 

“It’s certainly not a lot of time 
to be saying, ‘This isn’t what I 
wanted to do when I grew up.’ 
In other words, how you spend 
those days matters - no matter 
what your spiritual perspec- 
tive.” 

He adds: “I think the big myth 
at the moment is that there are 
no jobs out there, and there’s an 
impression of a level of unem- 
ployment that is double what it 
actually is,” he says. 

“Yet in reality, people are 
working, there is movement in 
the jobs market, and there are va- 
cancies. Sojob seekers now need 
to use a wide variety of means 
to look for opportunities from 
social networking sites through 
to recruitment agencies.”

Q: Howdoyou define a 'job 
you love'? 

Lees says: “It’s the kind of job 
you would do even if you didn’t 
need to earn an income. Realisti- 
cally, that’s ajob that strongly 
matches your skills, knowledge, 
personality and values, and it’ll 
make all the difference between 
drudgery and engaged activity.” 

“It may help to know you 
don ’ t have to have ajob you love 
1 00% of the time - about three- 
and-a-half-days a week will do the 
trick.” 

“If you’re job hunting, draw 
up your wish list in terms of work 
values, career hot buttons, and 
the skills you’d like to exercise, 
and compare it with the employ- 
er’s stated wishes in the job de- 
scription or advert.” 

“If there’s a 70% overlap be- 
tween your wish list and their re- 
quirements, there’s probably 
enough for it to be a healthy step- 
ping stone for you, if you succeed 
in getting the post. If not, watch 
out.” 

Q: I did a lot of partying at 
university and now I'm 
worried prospective 


employers might get the 
wrong impression of me 
from my online page. Do 
bosses check those out? 

Lees says: “You’re right to be 
worried. The golden rule is that 
you shouldn’t put up anything 
that you wouldn’t want your lo- 
cal paper to publish or an em- 
ployer to see.” 

“The jury’s out on how many 
employers research candidates 
using social networking sites, but 
obviously a proportion do.” 

“If you insist on putting em- 
barrassing photographs of your- 
self in a state of undress or in- 
ebriation, you might as well bring 
them to the job interview - it’s 
called the public domain for area- 
son!” 

“So if you want to live on the 
wild side, either use an online name 
or make sure that your on-screen 
confessions, conversations and 
photographs are visible only to 
trusted friends.” 

“And build a career page on the 
social networks which isn’t just 
about content but about connec- 
tions - your page should show 
that you are in touch with the right 
organisations, discussion groups 
and professional bodies.” 

“It’ll make you visible to peo- 
ple searching for qualified candi- 
dates.” 

Q: I'm worriedthattelling 
employers I'm out of work 
has such a 'stigma' that it's 
immediately off-putting. 
Will it make it even harder 
for meto find another job? 

Lees says: “Since the reces- 
sion all the rules have changed on 
that. Employers are no longer put 
off by redundancy or unemploy- 
ment because it’s so common, but 
what matters is how you deal 
with it.” 

“It’s essential to view unem- 
ployment constructively and not 
regard it as ajob death sentence. 
So just telling people a sob story 
about what’s happened to you 
might get you sympathy but it 
won’t get you ajob offer.” 
“Employers like to bet on cer- 
tainties, not outsiders, so they 
want a good track record and then 
you should have a positive nar- 
rative to describe what you’ve 
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done while you’ve been out of 
work.” 

“Hopefully, you ean deseribe 
in positive terms the learning ex- 
perienee of the people you’ve 
contaeted, eompanies visited, 
and perhaps evidenee of doing 
voluntary work or something 
similar. All that gives an image of 
someone who is employable.” 
Q: I feel embarrassed 
about networking. Do I 
really have to approach 
people I don't know and 
ask about job 
opportunities? 

Lees says: “Many people 
hate networking and are worried 
about being pushy or looking 
desperate.” 

‘ ‘ Aetually networking ’ s 

something we all do uneon- 
seiously throughout life, for in- 
stanee when you move to a new 
area you ask around to find a 
trustworthy tradesman, 

ehildminder or doetor.” 

“When you ‘network’ about 
jobs always start by eontaeting 
people you know. That will help 
you praetise and gain eonfi- 
denee, and you’ll probably find 
people are flattered to be asked 
to help rather than irritated as 
you fear.” 

“Networking is a great way to 
get introduetions to relevant 
people and inerease your ehanee 
of being seen by employers”. 


Q: How can I be sure I'll like 
a job I've applied for? 

Lees says: “Choosing ajob is 
as important as buying a house 
or making any other life-ehang- 
ing deeision, and you need to en- 
sure a good mateh between you 
and ajob.” 

“It eanbe ahuge eareer mistake 
to go into a j oh without really un- 
derstanding what you are taking 
on, and whether the people or 
eompany eulture suit you.” 

“Researehing apartieular job 
doesn’t mean only going on the 
internet, it means talking to peo- 
ple who do the same or a similar 
job, and if possible making eon- 
taet with employees at the eom- 
pany you’re eonsidering join- 
ing.” 

“While ajob offer is being fi- 
nalised askyourprospeetive em- 
ployer if you ean spend a eouple 
of hours at the eompany. That 
will lookproaetive and positive 
and allow you to talk to people 
you’ 11 be working with and famil- 
iarise yourself about the set up, 
and get an insight before the deal 
is signed.” 

“Otherwise you’re making a 
big eareer deeision based on 
around a 90-minute interview 
eondueted by people who may 
not neeessarily be those you’ll 
work with.” 

Q: I'm working unpaid as an 
intern - is it really worth it? 


Lees says: “If s undoubtedly 
true that there are some organi- 
sations who’ve diseovered that 
interns are free labour and ex- 
ploit the endless supply of 
young people willing to be in- 


terns on the ehanee of landing a 
job.” 

“Internships are valuable as 
long as you get something in ex- 
ehange. So you should reeeive 
plenty of learning opportunities. 


names of eontaets and areferenee. 
Always ask for feedbaek about 
how you have done and where 
else you could apply before you 
leave.” 

“Assess whafs viewed as the 


‘normal’ length oftime for an in- 
ternship for the particular indus- 
try you’re applying for.” 

“For example, if the norm for 
an internship in a profession is 
six months and you’re still there 
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Woman being

after two years it sends out the 
wrong message - you’ve prob- 
ably stopped learning and may be 
in danger of stagnating.” 

“Internships shouldn’t be- 
eome a eareer habit. If there really 
are no paid jobs in your seetor, 
you might be better off gaining ex- 
peri enee in another related seetor 
for a eouple of years or, alterna- 
tively, finding paid temporary 
work.” 

Q: I'd love to change career 
but know it would mean 
retraining or going backto 
collegeand Ican'tafford it. 

Lees says: “Believing that 
you’ll have to spend endless time 
or money retraining is often the 
reason why people fail to take the 
first step to a eareer switeh.” 

“In reality, fewer jobs than 
you think require you to retrain, 
and some will take into aeeount 
previous experienee even in a dif- 
ferent eareer field.” 

“Find out about the range of 
routes people follow to break 
into new seetors whieh may in- 
elude on-the-job training, work 
experienee, orpart-time distanee 
learning.” 

“Before you deeide to go baek 
to eollege and pay to get an expen- 
sive qualifleationtake soundings 
from reeruiters about whether a 
retrain is wise or you may end up 
simply putting a hole in your 
bankbalanee.” 

Q: Everyone says the job 
situation issodirethat I 
fear getting a job is like 
mission impossible. Is itthat 
bad? 

Lees says: “No, but you do 
needto use a ereative, multi-strat- 
egy job seareh, by doing things 
sueh as registering with appropri- 
ate job boards, talking to reeruit- 
ment eonsultants who advertise 
jobs in your seetor and joining

“Approach companies in your

In the small country of Portu- 
gal there was a battle that proved 
decisive in the future of Europe. . . 

Exactly two hundred years

Jewish Community to 
celebrate 'Festival of 
Lights' - Chanukah 


The Jewish Community of 
Algarve will be celebrating 
Chanukah, the Festival of 
Lights, with a picnic lunch in 
Portimao, on Sunday, 5 Decem- 
ber. 

The history of Chanukah is 
recorded in the Deuterocanonical 
book of the Maccabees. It goes 
back some twenty-two centuries 
when the Jewish people were 
under the rule of Antiochus IV of 
Syria. Antiochus attempted to 
Hellenise Jews and erected idols 
and statues for them to worship. 
In the small village ofModin, near 
Jerusalem, Mattisyahu, an old 
man was forced by soldiers to 
bow to an idol. He refused and 
had to flee for his life to the moun- 
tains. 

From there he created a guer- 


rilla army against the oppressors. 
After his death, he was suc- 
ceeded by Judah the Maccabee 
who defeated the Syrian army 
thereby re-conquering the badly 
desecrated Holy Temple in Jeru- 
salem. The Temple was cleaned, 
but when relighting the Menorah 
(an eight armed candelabra) there 
was only sufficient oil for one 
day and it would take a week to 
prepare more. But the oil lasted 
for eight days. It is this miracle 
and the spiritual survival of 
Judaism that is commemorated 
and celebrated. Members of the 
Community will be lighting their 
Menorahs at the lunch.

Costa de la Luz shining brighter

Economic woes both sides 
of the Guadiana are well- 
documented and need no 
repeating. But as more and 
more Spanish registered 
cars head west to ‘explore’ 
some of Portugal’s hidden 
and not-so-hidden 
treasures, cash-conscious 
residents in the Algarve are 
also getting a taste for 
paella and all-things 
Spanish across the border. 

Travelling into Ayamonte, be 
it by the inexpensive yet most 
enjoyable ferry-erossing from 
Vila Real de Santo Antonio or 
over the international Guadiana 
bridge, the Costa de la Luz has be- 
eome inereasingly popular for 
residents in the eastern Algarve 
and beyond. 

The odd trek aeross the border 
has beeome a ritual for many, the 
maj or reason being the lower fuel 
priees, espeeially unleaded. Die- 
sel in Spain is usually around 1 0 
cents a litre cheaper, represent- 
ing a saving of 6 euros on a 60-li- 
tre tank, while unleaded fuel of- 
ten comes at 25 cents a litre 


cheaper, which equates to a sav- 
ing of 15 euros. 

As aresult, enjoying some vari- 
ation from the Algarve by driv- 
ing into Spain usually pays for 
itself alone in terms of fuel costs. 

Shopping is fast becoming an- 
other plus, with value added tax 
on most goods in Spain sitting at 
1 8% as opposed to 2 1 % in Por- 
tugal. The difference will stretch 
to five percent come 1 January 
2011 with shoppers looking 
ahead to even greater savings. 

In recent media reports, 
Nielsen Consultants found that 
Portuguese-Spanish short-trip 
exchanges stretch as far as 70 kilo- 
metres over the border, which 
means that the area starting in 
Vilamoura and ending around 
Huelva really knows no borders . 

Gavin Loudon, chef and co- 
owner of a restaurant in Costa 
Esuri, which is about three kilo- 
metres from the border, this week 
confirmed this scenario, saying 
many of their customers are 
expats living in the Algarve or 
Portuguese who come over into 
Spain to refuel and shop. 

“F ood here is taxed at 4% and 
8% whichmakes itmuch cheaper 
than Portugal”, Mr. Loudon told 
The Portugal News, adding that 
while his restaurant relies mostly

on local residents, many patrons 
“come from across the border to 
refuel and shop and end up eat- 
ing here”. 

Susan Allder, who runs a res- 
taurant in Isla Canela with her 
husband, confirms that the two 
countries are increasingly closer. 

“We don’t even notice the bor- 
der”, she says, “depending on 


what we need, we might head off 
into Portugal, while on other oc- 
casions we do our purchasing in 
Spain.” 

A practice which is becoming 
more and more common, as resi- 
dents either side of the border look 
to gain the best of both worlds, 
or in this case, the best of both 
countries.

Benfica's Champions League aspirations went up in 
smoke on Wednesday evening as a little-known team 
from Israel embarrassed the Portuguese champions. But 
it was not all disaster for Portuguese football fans, as 
Sporting Braga caused a minor upset by defeating 
Premiership high-flyers Arsenal. 


Benfica were greeted by angry 
fans at Lisbon airport on Wednes- 
day evening as they returned in 
shame from their second worst 
performance of the season (their 
worst being the 5-0 hammering 
suffered at the hands of arch-ri- 
vals FC Porto). 

The defending Portuguese 
champions are now at serious risk 
of being dumped out of Europe 
completely, as they are now left 
needing a victory from their final 
match against Schalke 04 to 


qualify for the second-tier 
Europa League. 

Sporting Braga are meanwhile 
still dreaming of unprecedented 
glory after beating Axsenal2-0 at 
home on Tuesday evening to 
draw level with the Gunners on 
points in their qualifying group. 

Last season’s Portuguese 
league runners-up face group 
leaders Shakhtar Donetsk in their 
final group match, and will need 
at least a draw to have any 
thought of continuing in the 


Champions League, though this 
will require a huge upset in that 
Arsenal will need to lose, or atthe 
very least draw at home to Parti- 
zan Belgrade who are yet to win 
a point in Europe this season. 

At the very least, and unlike 
their more illustrious Portuguese 
Champions League counter- 
parts, Sporting Braga are guaran- 
teed their continued presence in 
Europe via the Europa League, no 
matter the result of the final group 
matches. 


Exciting times at Olhanense

More recently, the last time 
Olhanense overcame Premier 
Liga opposition in this competi- 
tion was 23 years ago when they 
beat Academica 5 - 1 . 

Nacional, making the long trip 
from Madeira, were delayed eight 
hours as their scheduled flight 
from Funchal to Lisbon was can- 
celled, due to the NATO Summit, 
and did not arrive at their hotel 
until midnight.

On the stroke of half- 
time Paulo Sergio was bundled 
over in the box by Bruno Amaro 
and keeper Elisson. 

Referee Bruno Esteves failed 
to spot the infringement but af- 
ter consulting his assistant 
awarded Olhanense a second 
penalty. This time Fernando 
Alexandre’s spot-kick was well 
saved by Elisson. 

In the second period Ismaily 
and Jardel were put under more 
pressure, while Rui Duarte had a 
good game and deserved better 
when his delicate chip shot over 
the advancing keeper and nestled 
on the roof of the net. Portuguese 
referees make some strange deci- 
sions from time-to-time and in the 
80th minute Bruno Esteves made

Adilson was about to be sub- 
stituted by Djalmir and with an 
Olhanense player down injured, 
there was confusion as to who 
would go off.

It ap- 
peared at this point that the ref- 
eree didn’t realise he had previ- 
ously booked the player but even 
when it was brought to his atten- 
tion by the fourth official Adilson 
still had to go. 

The crowd were rightly in- 
censed and very vociferous in 
their condemnation of the offi- 
cial. Olhanense hung on to reach 
the last sixteen much to the relief 
of their fans. The draw for the 
next round, missing seven Pre- 
mier Liga teams eliminated last 
weekend, will be featured here 
next week. 

Olhanense, who travel to the 
Stadium of Light next Friday for 
a league game, will be returning to 
Lisbon in January to play Benfica 
in the third phase of the League 
Cup. 

Benfica, FC Porto, Sporting 
Braga and Sporting were seeded, 
last season’ s top four clubs, as the 
draw took place last Monday. 
F our leagues of four teams play- 
ing each other once. 

Olhanense will play twice 
away and once at home whilst all 
four seeded teams get the advan- 
tage of two home games each. 

Olhanense are away to Second 
Division Aves on 2 January, 
travel to Lisbon to take on League 
Champions Benfica on 1 9 Janu- 
ary and finally have a home game 
withMaritimo on29/30 January. 

Fans will be leaving Olhao at 
5.00am tomorrow (Saturday) 
morning for the long trip to Papos 
de F erreira for a 4 .00pm kick-off 
Olhanense, in seventh place on 
fifteen points will be hoping to 


record their first away victory of 
the season. 

Next Friday, some 1500 fans 
are expected to travel to Lisbon 
for the big game with Benfica. 
Kick-off: 8.15pm live on Sport 
TVl.
